What America Lost. 

“The war profoundly disturbed 

our industries, our financial struc- 


ture, our production, the whole 
warp and woof of our economic 
fabric. Until we have peace we 
cannot entirely allay that disturb- 
ance. The president of the United 
States, after America’s legions, 
backed by one hundred million peo- 
ple, had won the greatest military 
victory in the world, wrested from 
the greed and selfishness of the 
nations at Paris a peace that 
promised the end of war forever. 
A prompt ratification of that peace 
would have placed America and the 
world on the high road to economic 
reconstruction. A prompt ratifica- 
tion of that peace would have as- 
sured to America and the world all 
of the things that we fought for— 
world safcty, world liberty and 
world peace. But the president of 
the United States, the greatest 
democratic leader since Jefferson, 
to’ whose banner had rallied all of 
the democraciés of the world, re- 
turned from the world council table 
at Paris to submit the greatest hu- 
man document since the Magn: 
Charta to a republican senate. 
“For twelve months a republican 
senate has kept peace from Ameriea 
and from the world.

SMITH’S PROMISE 
TO GERMAN LOBBYIST. 

On the front page of The World 
of March 7, 1916, following a fac- 
Simile reproduction of a letter 
from Marshals, the chief lobbyist, to 
his chief, Koelble, in which the sen- 
tence appears, “Senator Hoke Smith 
says the senate will see that the 
United States will do business with 
all countries,” The World publishes 
the names of just twenty-eight 
members of the senate and house 
of representatives—combined tata! 
membership of which is more than 
500—who are mentioned in the 
documents used in the exposure, 
and “Senator Hoke Smith, of Geor- 
gia,” was one of the comforting 
twenty-eight. 


In view of these revelations it 
may be interesting for Georgians to 
know the secrecy attached to the 


plans .for orgamwizing pro-Germans, 
undertaken by this German-Ameri- 
can Alliance. The World secured 
one of the “confidential” German 
text letters issued, and from the 
translation, as made in The World, 
I reproduce the following, which 
will appear even now no less sensa- 
tional than startling: 
“CONFIDENTIAL. 

“Effective work has been 
done and should continue to be 
done by organizations openiy 
pro-German or suspected of de- 
ing pro-German. Because of the 
pro-German ‘fall’ of these or- 
ganizations, however, their ef- 
fectiveness is lessened. Any- 
how, the pro-Germans are with 
us. We need others, 

“A national organization whose 
origin, officials and platform 
are unmistakably American 
alone can achieve our purposes. 
NOW is the phychological time 
to start, for the German situa- 
tion is solved and the days of 
tension with England are near. 
The English prize court's de- 
cision adds to our onportuni- 
ties. Wilson must take up with 
England the invasion of Ameri- 
can rights, and the time will 
then have arrived to make the 
people forget there ever was 
a German situation and bring 
home to them that the re issue 
in the whole war has beén, and 
is now and will remain the 
American-English question. 

“PLANS AND PURPOSES OF 
THE ORGANIZATION, FIRST— 
OFFICERS—All officers shall 
have other than German, Aus- 
trian, Hungarian or Irish 
names. 

“SECOND —- PLATFORM—A 
pro-German platform—-(with no 
suspicion of pro-German planks 
like embargo)—with two planks, 
like ‘Freedom of the Seas,’ or 
‘American Merchant Marine,’— 
pro-German-anti-British. 

“CAN APPEAL TO THE 
WHOLE COUNTRY—ON A 
PRO-GERMAN PLATFORM 
_YOU_HAVE ONLY A PORTION 
OF OUR POPULATION TO AP- 
PEAL TO. ON A PRO-AMERI- 
CAN AND ANTI-BRITISH PLAT-

rRY TO APPEAL TO. 

“TICIRD—OTHER ORGANI- 
ZATIONS—This organization 
should direct wherever possible 
all anti+British activities in 
harmony with the various pro- 
German organizations; should 
direct, not control, their activi- 
ties; get them working to- 
gether, avoid mistakes, clash 
of activities, bad tactics, etc. 
Wherever possible this organi- 
zation should initiate and de- 
velop all movements. .. . 

“TIME—Because of the char- 
acter of our campaign of 
secrecy, it will take a longer 
\time to have information as ito 
our organization reach the 
members of the thousands of 
organizations above’ referred 
to. THEREFORE WE MUST 
ORGANIZE AT ONCE. 

“It will also require a long 
time to organize the states and 
the cities with proper men in 
control. It will require cafre- 
ful sifting for the right man in 
the right place and one man 
alone should be chosen to do 
the organizing. because of 
secrecy above outlined.” 

A RECORD ALMOST 
UNBELIEVABLE. 

Is it conceivable that, even paus- 
ing for a season its activities with 
bomb and torch, German porpagan- 
da in the United States could have 
reached this stage of addressing 
itself by secrecy and stealth to the 
mastery of congress? Is it con- 
ceivable that the cowardly war 
upon American life, property, in- 
dustry and commerce, even at that 
time being conducted by Germany, 
could have found a lobby having 
the same inspiration, and abetted 
by Americans who had been trust- 
ed, tip-toeing through the na- 
tion’s capital, the very citadel of 
the republic?

“The Wisconsin idea is as 
follows: 


“It is Known te us that the 
present president of the United 
States will be nominated by ac-

age the American merchant 
marine service.

The ramifications of this great 
conspiracy reached every nook and 
corner of America before it was ex- 


posed, and but for the latter, which 
for the time at least very materially 
arrested German propagandering in 
America, and served to put Ameri- 
can sympathizers or comforters on 
their guard, there is no telling just 
what the significance of the in- 
dorsement given to Senator Smith 
by the pro-German convention at 
San Francisco might have been. 


OTHER 
EVIDENCES. 
This story deals only with the 


documentary evidences of the ex- 
tent of German conspiracies in this 


country prior to the United States 
entering the war. And these docu- 
ments do not scratch the ground, as 
disgraceful as they may be. The 
American embargo conference was 
one of Bernstorff’s creations. It 
exercised a powerful influence in 
national affairs and especially in 
congress. Only President Wilson's 
courage and decisten prevented it 
from controlling the action of the 
country. Its job was to direct and 
formulate a trumped-up sentiment 
in favor of an embargo on muni- 
tions and agajnst the right of Amer- 
ican citizens to,travel on British 
ships. It came within an ace of 
winning. Had it won its results 
would have been too horrible, in the 


light of subsequent events, to con- 


template, although the very sug- 
gestion at the outset was repulsive 
and an insult to American liberties.

ANTON CHEKHOV. 
Letters of Anton Chekhov to His 


Family and Frienrs, with Biograph- 


ical Sketch by Constance Garnett. 

The story of Chekhov dates back 
to two centuries ago, agd still the 
question continues to be asked, 
“Who is Anton Chekhov?” In 1841 
a serf belonging to a Russian no- 
bleman purchased the freedom of 
himself and family for 3,500 roubles, 
and for good measure, his daughter 
Alexandria, was thrown in. The 
grandson of this serf was Anton 
Chekhov, the author, the son of the 
nobleman was Tchertkov, a friend 
of Tolstoy. 

The story of the family is very 
interesting and the boy, Chekhov, 
was considered extremely intelli- 
gent, and at quite an early age 
wrote the story “Happiness” which 
he said was written under the in- 
fluence of one of his nurse’s 
tales. In later years after he had 
become a writer of note Chekhov 
used to say “Our talents we got 
from our father, but our soul from 
our mother.” 

The history of the Chekhov fam- 
ily is well portrayed in this book 
which includes the interesting let- 
ters to different members of fam- 
ily and friends. Mrs. Garnett se- 
lected for the translation the let- 
ters and passages from letters 
which seemed to throw the most 
light on his character. The stories 
of Chekhov are being widely read 
in America. The MacMillan Com- 
pany, New York. 

A second volume contains quite 
a number of stories by Chekhov, 
also translated by Constance Gar- 
nett. which have attracted a great 
deal of ‘attention, as Chekhov was 
noted for his short story writings. 
Among them are “Rothschild’s Fid- 
dle.” “The Chorus Girl,” “On the 
Road,” and several others. (The 
MacMillan Company, New York.) 

Mary Minds Her Business. 
George Weston, author of 
Never Saw Such a Girl,” and “Oh, 
Mary, Be Careful,” just such books 
as makes the reader forget that 
the sun is not shining on the earth 
or in the home. 

This story is based on data which 
belongs to the seventeenth, cen- 
tury, the story of which makes a 
very interesting introduction. But 
it is Mary Spencer that Mr. Weston 
has made the heroine of this story 
—this Mary falls heir to a large 
manufacturing business in a New 
England town—it was the same 
business that had been successful- 
ly conducted by many generations 
of her family. 

But her uncle and his son man- 
aged the business for Mary, and 
when Mary found that the profit 
was on the wrong side of the led- 
ger, she, too, became shrewd, and 
appointed herself president, and 
then introduced woman labor to 
break the strikes. This is a most 
interesting story of modern indus- 
try. Of course, a popular author, 
like Mr. Weston, did not write such 
a fascinating story._and create such 
a lovely and up-to-date heroine as 
this Mary, without an attractive 
setting of charm and romance, to 
which she is~so justly entitled. 
But why tempt the reader to look 
at the last page? (Dodd, Mead & 
Co., New York.)

dulge in any unfair or ualawful 
practice. ; 

“Moreover, the decree provides 
that jurisdiction is perpgtually re- 
tained by the court for the purpose 
of taking such further action or re- 
as may be necessary in the 
circumstances to carry out or en- 
force the decree. 

Menace of Control Removed. 

“In brief, the gecree remaves the 
menace of control of unrelated in- 


dustries by the Big Five, and con- 
fines their activities in futttre to 
the business of distributing meat 
and its by-products under an in- 
junction which restrains-them from 
unfair and unlawful practices. — 
“The department of justice, 
through its bureau of investigation 
and through its agents everywhere 
in the country, is daily watching for 
evidences that will enable us ‘to 
check the proftteer and the hoard- 
er, to curb the monopolist -wher- 
ever they may be found. Mvuven has 
been done. but much remains to 
be done. There can be no comprfro- 
mises. The necessaries of life 
which are the life blood of our 
people must flow freely under the 
just Jaw of supply and demand 
from the producer to the consum- 
er. The producer, distributor, and 
retailer each must do his part and 
each must have his fair return 
upon the service that he renders, 
but each must have no more, and 
we intend to see to it rhat he gets 
no more.

in the 1918 elections, because tne 
price of wheat was fixed, while 
gotton was not, and no one familiar 
with the campaign doubts that the 
issue lost many thousand vetes in 
the north and west to the demo- 
cratic party. 

“Every southern member of con- 
gress is a friend of cotton, for if 
he were not, the farmer would de- 
feat him and hé would not be here. 
For any member of congress, or 
any dozen members, to claim credit 
for raising the price of cotton is 
to reflect on the intelligence of 
southern farmers. If blame is due 
ior failure to fix the price, 
blame is on the president, and, 
credit is due, that credit is his. 
Congress gave him the power, but 
he did not exercise it. 

“Republican members of congress, 
as well as some northern demo- 
crats, urged a fixed price for cot- 
ton. In only one case was as much 
as 20 cents per pound proposed, 
while all others wanted much less 
and most of them 10 cents per 
pound. Had the republicans been ia 
power, I believe the price of cotton 
would ‘have been fixed at a low 
price, and would be selling today 
for less than 15 cents. When the 
War Industries board took up the 
question in September, 1918, some 
members advocated fixing a price 
on cotton. Numbers of Georgians 
telegraphed me, and I immediately 
came to Washington where I sought 
and obtained an interview with 
President Wilson. I urged him not 
to allow the board to fix the price. 
We talked for more than half an 
hour and I told him of the great 
expense of producing the cotton 
crop an he increased cost of 
labor. I° told the president that a 
fixed price of 40 cents a pound 
would not give the southern farmer 
a greater profit than other indus- 
tries were making at the time. The 
president, after investigating the 
matter thoroughly, understood the 
situation and any suggestion that 
President Wilson, a former residént 
of Georgia, is not a friend of the 
southern cotton farmer, is contrary 
to the facts and made to deceive 
the people. I had a long interview 
with him on the subject at the time, 
and at other times, and I know his 
views. 

Political Clap-Trap. 

“I do not believe any form of po- 

litical clap-trap will bias the south- 
ern farmer against the president 
and the democratic administration. 
The present price of cotton and the 
prosperity of the south can be at- 
tributed largely to the democratic 
administration, under the leader- 
ship of the president. Efforts to 
fool the southern farmer cannot 
obscure the fact that; the demo- 
cratic administration ana President 
Wilson are the best friends he ever 
had. When President Wilson was 
a candidate, those opposed to him 
loudl¥Y proclaimed that cotton would 
go to five cents in the event of his 
election. It is now selling above 
40 cents. The farmers long ago 
— not to be fooled by such 
talk. ; 
“T have as much reason t@%glaim 
eredit for the increased price of 
cotton as any southern fHublic offi- 
cial, but I make no such claim. It 
would be absurd. The credit large- 
ly goes to, President.Wilson, who 
stood out against price-fixing pres- 
sure from all sides.

He is just recovering from an 
illness which almost cost his life in 
service to our country, but while 
sick, republican senators and a few 
democrats, I regret to say, were 
condemning him. This was un- 
worthy of brave and patriotic men.

HADLEY HAS RESIGNED 
PRESIDENCY OF YALE 


Jacobs’ booklet 


New Haven, Conn., April 10.— 
The resignation of President Arthur 
Twining Hadley, of Yale univyer- 
sity, has been accepted by the Yale 
corporation, it was announced to- 
night. The resignation will be 
effective on June 30, 1921, when Dr. 
Hadley will have been president of 
Yale for twenty-two years. 

In his letter of resignation, Pres!- 
dent Hadley said: 

“Earlv in 1921 I shall reach the 
age at which the statutes of the cor- 
poration permit its officers to retire. 
[I rejoice that conditions are such 
that I can honorably avail myself 
of this privilege and resume my 
studies and work as an economist. I 
am making this request more than a 
year in advance, becausel regard it 
as important for the continuity of 
Yale's progress that mz: successor 
should be chosen next autumn, and 
have at least six months in which 
to consider plans for the future, be- 
fore assumirg the actual duties of 
his office.” 

In accepting his resignation the 
corporation adopted a_ resolution 
expressing regret over the  an- 
nouncement of President Hadley, 
“since it foreshadows the termina- 
tion of a relationship which has 
been of eminent service to Yale 
university.” 

The resolution further says: 

- “The corporation would record its 
deep sense of indebtedness to Presi- 


personally and that has been ac- 
complished under his leadership for 
a notable growth in the influence, 
equipment ang educational signifi- 
cance of Yale during the more than 
20 years of his administration.” 

The corporation appointed a com- 
mittee to receive sugrestions as to 
names of possible candidates for the 
office of president. It follows: Sam-

FOR A FULL BENCH. 
Representative C. H. Brand, of 


the Eighth congressional district of 
Georgia, has introduced a Dill in 


congress intended to assure, so far 
as it'is reasonably possible, a full 
bench in the supreme court upon 
every occasion of the hearing of 
a case of general public import- 
ance. 

The bill would authorize the 
president to designate United 
States circuit judges to serve tem- 
porarily on the supreme court bench 
in certain cases in which members 
of that court are disqualified, or to 
temporarily ll vacancies caused by 
the protracted physical disability of 
supreme cqurt justices. 

Need for such a provision was 
particularly impressive in the re- 
cent final adjudication of the 
United States Steel corporation 
case; and that case undoubtedly 
prompted Congressman Brand to 
introduce his corrective measure. 

Upon that occasion Justices Mc- 
Reynolds and Brandeis withdrew 
from particpation in the proceed- 
ings; the former by reason of his 
having figured in the prosecution 
while he was attorney general of 
the United States; the latter, be- 
cause he, prior to his appointment 
to the supreme court bench, had ap- 
peared against the steel trust in a 
legislative committee investiga- 


tion. ; 
The absence of these two jurists 


reduced the supreme court member- } 


ship so far as the matter under 
consideration was concerned, to 
seven, and the majority—ruling— 
opinion arrived at was concurred 
in by only fcur of the judges sit- 
ting, or one less than a majority of 
the whole court. 

In other words, the opinion that 
prevailed in this case was actually 
a minority opinion of the supreme 
court as that court is constituted 
under the presumption of the law. 

Regardless of merits in this case, 

the prevailing opinion is bound to 
be looked upon as a minority opin- 
ion; and the effect is bad for the 
country. 
In state court procedure, when 
a state supreme court justice is dis- 
qualified to sit in a certain case the 
governor is authorized to designate 
some competent judge to take the 
place of the disqualified judge. 

The Brand bj{ll would, its author 
maintains, clothe the president with 
similar authority to fill temporary 
vacancies as they may occur in sit- 
tings of the federal supreme court. 

.There is much in this bill to com- 
mend it to friendly consideration. 


THE PRICE OF COAL. 

Some means ought to be devised, 
if noné are now available, whereby 
a standard schedule of coal prices 
could be established on a basis of 
absolute justice and fairness to all 
interests concerned—justice and 
fairness to the operators, to the 
miners, to the dealers and to the 
consumers. 

As matters stand, the situation is 
chaotic, giving rise to uncertainty, 


| suspicion, distrust and antagonism 


among the three elements involved, 
constituting a condition that is 
detrimental to the public welfare, 
if not dangerous. 

The mine-owners assert that it is 
necessary for them to raise the 
price of coal to meet the increase 
in wages recently awarded to the 
miners. 

The miners dispute this, declar- 
ing that their employers are actu- 
ated only by greed for excessive 
profits, and they have issued a 
statement, analytical of the situa- 
tion from their standpoint, in which 
they say that if the prices of coal 
are increased “unreasonably or 
unnecessarily” they do not want 
the public to hold them respon- 
sible for it—and which, of course, 
the public does not want to do. 

When the government, some 
months ago, granted the miners a 
14 per cent increase in wages it 
was with the understanding, by 
order of Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field, since resigned, that this in- 
crease was to be absorbed by the 
operators out of their profits, and 
not passed on fo the public. 

But, says a spokesman for the 
-min®rs— , 

“the operators did not pay the in- 
crease out of their profits. In- 
stead, they passed the increase on 
to the public on at least 80 to 90 


per cent of the coal by increasing 
their selling price.” 


A few days ago the miners tags 


awarded an additional wage in- 
crease of 13 per cent, making a 
total increase of 27 per cent, and, 
by order of the president, effective 
April 1, the operators were given 
permission to increase the price of 
coal to meet it; and immediately 
they announced that the price of 
coal at the mine would be hoisted 
$1.25 to $1.50 a ton, which, of 
course, would be passed on through 
the retailers to the public. 

As the miners present the situa- 
tion— 

“The present increase in wages 
adds 18 per cent to the pay of the 
miners above the 14 per cent grants 
ed by Garfield. If Garfield was 
right in saying they could absorb 
and pay the 14 per cent out of their 
profits, then they certainly can at 
least absorb the 13 per cent now 
instead of passing it on to the pub- 
lic. - 

“We see operators quoted in the 
newspapers as saying they will ad- 
vance the price of coal $1.25 a $1.50 
a ton because of the increase in 
wages granted to the miners. Such 
an increase would not be justified 
by the increase in wages. . 

“The wage increase was 27 per 
cent. This means that the increase 
in cost of production cannot exceed 
40 to 60 cents a ton. Then why 
should the operators boost the 
price $1.25 to $1.60 a ton even if 
they pass all of the increase on to 
the public?” 

The operators maintain they are 
compelled to make this advance in 
the price of coal; the miners that 
they are not; and the public does 
not profess to know. 

Everybody does know this, how- 
ever: That whoever is respon- 
sible for any increase at the mine, 
neither the wholesaler nor the re- 
tailer should have to bear it. 

Which brings it down to the con- 
sumer—who certainly has a right 
to know whether or not he is pay- 
ing more for his coal than he right- 
fully should pay, and, if so, upon 
whom to place the blame. 

Surely there is a way to get at 
the bottom of the facts; and that 
is what should be done. 

That is the only means, it seems, 
of settling this ugly and menacing 
controversy; and until it is settled 
to the satisfaction of all interests 
concerned—first and most impor- 
tant of which is the public—busi- 
ness and the general welfare are 


bound to suffer. 


“UNLOADED” DEATH. 


“The funeral services were held 
from the house Tuesday after- 
noon,” runs the concluding sen- 


tence of a state news dispatch that 


was carried by Georgia newspapers 


a few days ago, about a little 10- 


year-old boy who had been playing 
with a revolver. 

Of course, the pistol was un- 
loaded—rather, the child’s parents 
thought it was -vhen they let him 
have it to play with, or left it 
where he could get it. 

“The little fellow had the gun in 
the yard,” the account runs, “and 
in some way discharged it, killing 
himself almost instantly.” 

Now a neighborhood is_ sad- 
dened, a household is stricken be- 
yond repair, and darkn?2ss has come 
into the lives of a father and 
mother who will regret» to their 
dying day that they did not know 
that the pistol was unloaded before 
placing it within reach of their 
boy-~or, that they had not made 


} 
safety doubly secure by never hav- 


ing let the murderous instrument 
come into their home. 

A. pistol at best is nothing but a 
grave-filler—if not actually, always 
potentially so. And the human 
race would be better off without it. 

Too many people, well-meaning, 
and with the best of intentions, 
have the mistaken idea that a pis- 
tol on the person or in the house 
is a source of protection to life and 
property. 

Only in rare instances is that so. 
More often it proves to be the op- 
posite. 

If it were possible to get at the 
exact. facts it probably would be 
found that for every life it saves 
the pistol—loaded and “unloaded” 
—takes at least a thousand! 

It is always a source of danger; 
under all circumstances it is a 
menace to human life and happl- 


ness. ; 
Excepting, of course, officers of 


the law whose duties require un- 
friendly persona] contact with des- 
perate characters, possession of 
pistols is as a rule confined to 
timid citizens and criminals. 

A citizen who is righteous and 
law-abiding ‘has no earthly need for 
a pistol, either in his pocket or in 
his home. 

So long as some people are want- 
ing in courage, and so long as it is 
not only possible, but as simple a 
process as to buy a new hat, for 
anybody and everybody, criminal 
or otherwise, white or black, drunk 
or sober, sane or insane, to procure 
a pistol in the open market, we 
may expect nothing else than a 
continuation of the apparently 
never-ending series of tragedies, 
criminal and accidental, chargeable 
to the ghastly account of the death- 
dealing pocket guf! 

But under no_ circumstances 
should one of the weapons, loaded 
or unloaded, be permitted to fall

Is the President Right Again? 


Certainly a man has a right to 
differ with the president. But 
must we concede that to differ with 
him is a virtue? JIs faith in Mr. 
Wilson's wisdom an evidence of 
mental servitude, and is it neces- 
sary to disagree with him in order 
to assert one’s freedom? I readily 
grant the inalienable right of every 
free-born American citizen to differ 
with Mr.. Wilson whenever he 
pleases, but if in the exercise of 
this right his antagonism to the 
president becomes chronic, is it not 
possible he has escaped the dom- 
ination of the Wilson mind only to 
become a slave to his own preju- 
dices? 

Differing With the President. 

Senator John Sharp Williams said 
sometime ago: “I have often dis- 


agreed with Mr. Wilson, but in 
nearly every case after events have 
convinced me thae ne was right 
and I was wrong.” I1 wonder how 
many people, if they would be thus 
honest, would make the same con- 
fession? Certainly that has been 
my experience, 


I must frankly acknowledge that 
I was shocked when [I read in the 
president's letter to Senator Hitch- 


cock of March §&, this statement: 
“Throughout the sessions of the 
conference in Paris, it was evident 
that a militaristic party. under the 
most infiuential jeadership, was 
seeking to gain ascendancy in the 
councils of France. They were de- 
feated then, but are in control 
now.” 

Of coure, it ought always to be 
remembered, that by virtue of his 
office the president has access to 


information which the public can- 
not have, and that he occupies a 
vantage point from which he gains 
more complete vision of the sig- 
nificant facts, from which to form 
his judgment. 

By the Light of Today. 

But what a flood of light is being 
poured upon this utterance, which 

quoted, by the daily 
from Europe. Today 
(April 7) French troops have oc- 
cupied Frankfort and Darmstadt 
and other German cities. There is 
no question, as between France and 
zermany, of the technical right of 
the French government to take such 
a step. But the question which is 
vital to the future peace of the 
world is, what, is the spirit an@ 
motive of the leaders of France in 
this action? Was President Wil- 
son right? ‘ 

It is true that Germany has vio- 
lated a provision of the _ treaty, 
though under circumstances never 
contemplated by the peace council 
when it was written. t is also true 
that the failure of England and the 
United States to ratify the agree- 
ment to support France in case of 
German aggression, helps to make 
a superficial justification of her 
course. 

But is the safety of France really 
threatened by the entrance of forty 
thousand, or less. German _ troops 
into to Rubr districe for the preser- 
vation of its own governmental 
authority? Does the French gov- 
ernment really believe this to be 
true? Is it not the eager seizure of 
the first opportunity to carry out 
the dominant desire of the military 
party to occupy and police the 
Rhine district? 


The Millitaristic Spirit. 
It was clearly understood, and iIn- 
volved in the letter and spirit of the 


treaty, that coercive measures were 
only to be used after consultation, 
and by the co-operation of all the 
allies. All the dispatches to date 
agree that France has acted inde- 
pendently, and only informed her 
allies after her purpose was accom- 
+ plished. One is forced to believe 
that France knew that England and 
Italy would not agree and hastened 
her action jin order to forestall their 
protest. 

It is quite clear to me that the 


milita@stic party is in power in 
France. That party always hated 
the idea of a league of nations, and 
from the first has contended for a 
settlement on the old plan of annex- 
ations’ and military alliances. The 
spirit of Wilson prevailed in the 
peace conference, and militarism 
was silenced but not dead. The 
United States senate brought it toa 
resurrection triumph. By withhold- 
ing the dominant power of this 
great republic from a league of 
peaceful but irresistible force, the 
militarists of France have been 
given their opportunity and excu-e.

independent action of any one of the 
great powers is a menace to the 
peace of all the.world. I am equa)- 
ly sure that this opportunity for a 
military occupation of Germany by 
France, at a time when Germany is 
weakened beyond any possible hope 
of military resistence, must be a 
temptation to the French people 
greater than they are able to bear. 
With the memories of German atroci- 
ties fresh and vivid, and with their 
wounds still bleeding, what would 
be more natural than that the most 
pacific Frenchmen should become 
militaristic, and avenge in Germany 
the wrongs committed jn France? ~- 


Why Article 16? 
It was just because such an in- 
evitable situation was clearly fore- 


seen by Mr. Wilson that he formu- 
lated his “fourteen points,” gained 
the approval of them by all of the 
allies as a condition of peace, and 
then translated them into the terms 
of the treaty. It is Article 10, and 
only Article 10, that binds all the 
members of the league to a solemn 
obligation to maintain these prin- 
ciples. To sever the arteries that 
vitally connect the heart with the 
body of the league is to bleed it to 
the death. 

Without attempting to predict 
what course France will pursue in 
Germany, this much may be said 
without fear of intelligent contra- 
diction—another European was -is 
made easily possible by her ing, 
vasion. No other government is 
either obligated or inclined to take 
steps to forestall such a catastro- 
phe. In the garlish light of our re- 
cent bloody past, will any one denv 
that such a war would eventually 
drag us into its murderous maw? 

Preparing for Peace. 

Let the America people now, as” 
calmly as they can, consider the 
possibilities of a civilization bound 
together by the obligations of Arti- 
cle 10, compared to a world held 
together by no such internation(i 
Obligation, where the unleased ant- 
bitions and passions of each naj- 
tion are to determine its independ- 
ent gourse. In which world will 
our American boys be safest from 
the horrid “call te. arms?” 

Enemies of the league are seek- 


ing to frighten American mothers 
and fathers with the cry that under 
Article 10 their boys will be called 
at any moment to fight over boun- 
dary lines in foreign lands. Who 
will deny today, that if in 1914 
there had been emblazoned upon the 
international sky a declaration 
without reservations, that any na- 
tion that dared invade a peaceful. 
unoffending  sister-nation would 
have to reckon with five million 
clean-blooded, righteously  indig- 
nant A®ierican boys, that Germany 
would never have crossed the Bel- 
gian border, and the Btars and 
Stripes would not today shadow the 
Sacred cemeteries of France. 


The Issue in Georgia Today. 
The truth is that we are fighting 
today for the same principles for 


which we fought in 1916-17, when 
pale-blooded pacifists with maudlli 
sentimental tears, sought to pre- 
vent our preparing against war. 
and to keep free-born American citi- 
zens from sailing the high seas in 
defiance of the mandate of the im- 
perial German government. Their 
cry was then, as now, that we 
should assume no obligation which 
should put in jeopardy the lives of 
our American boys. Had we fol- 
lowed their pusilanimous advice 
then we should now be living un- 
der the iron sky of a Germanized 
world.

Men and Business

At an exhibition of textile ma- 
chinery in the Grand Central Pal- 
ace, a couple of years ago, the ex- 
hibitore booked foreign orders ag- 
gregating $14,000,000. 

Of that total $11,000,000 was for 
Japan. 

For the last few years Japanese 
spinners have been buying textile 
machinery anywhere or everywhere 
they could. You probably read that 
they have bought the Ontario and 
Argo mills in the Philadelphia ter- 
ritory, are dismantling them and 
are to ship the machinery to Asia. 

News of that sort is depressing. 

Why should Americans permit 
the destruction of industrial estab- 
lishments and have the machinery 
leave the country? 

The owners of the mills ex- 
plain that they have had so much 
trouble with their labor that they 
are sick and disgusted. No doubt 
they are. Never was there more 
disorder in the textile business in 
this country than since the war. 
The strike fever seems to be in the 
blood of the operatives. Production 
has been “shot to pieces” and no 
sooner is one agreement entered 
into than some new demand is ad- 
vanced and made the basis for more 
contention. 

This thing cannot go on without 
the whole textile establishment suf- 
fering permanent injury. The work- 
ers figuratively will pull the struc- 
ture down upon themselves. The 
Japanese and Chinese are not slow 
to take advantage of the situation 
They cannot buy new spindles and 
new general equipment for mills, 
so they buy established mills, get 
them and, shipping the machinery 


to Asia, go ahead and manufacture 
cotton goods, 


The textile industry of Japan !s 
widening greatly, but the ma- 
chinery of the Philadelhia mills that 
is being dismantied will not go to 
Japan. No. indeed. It is to go to 
China. The buyers of the Philadel- 
phia mills are negotiating for space 
for one batch of machinery amount- 
ing to approximately 2,100 tons to 
be delivered in Shanghai. 

You may not know it, but China 
ranks third among the cotton-grow- 
ing districts of the earth. America 
is first and India is second. The 
production of China cannot be 
stated definitely, but it is approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 bales a year. Ex- 
perts from American agricultural 
colleges have done much to teach 
the Chinese better methods of cul- 
tivating cotton than they formerly 
employed, and it is not unlikely 
that, with the great demand far 


tured in Rhode Island. 


‘cotton, the amount of acrege de- | 
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voted to its growing will be in- 
creased decidedly. 

China has been one of the best 
markets for Americancotton goods. 
It is not going to be long before 
China will play a considerable fig- 
ure in cotton manufactures, The 
Japanese afe heavily interested in 
the Chin®se mills. 

By the way: 

It is not altogether certain that 
the 2,100 tons of machinery pur- 
chased by the Japanese will be 
shipped via Philadelphia, Shipping 
men confessed yesterday a fear that 


it would go through New York. 
That would add insult to injury. 


Will the dismantling of mills and 
the shipping of machinery out ofr 
the country owing to strikes and 
threats of strike bring Sanity to 
labor, and an appreciation by capi- 
tal and labor that neither can 
profit unless both profit, and also 
that there is no profit in strife? 

Who knows? 

All the elements of society are 
as dependent upon each other for 
support and for prosperity as the 
various parts of the body are de- 
pendent upon each other for sup- 
port and strength. 

When the workers in the railroad 
filed strike, it is ag if one of your 
legs refused to function. 

When the workerg in the steel 
mills stop, it is as {f one of your 
arms quit. 

When the farmers strike, it will 
be as if your stomach revolted. 


When capital strikes, it will be as 
if the head went ‘out of business. 


There’s nothing new in this sug- 
gestion. There’s nothing new in 


proclaiming the idiocy, thé foulness, 
the wrong of throttling industry by 
the strike.

SAYS HOPE OF GERMANY 
LIES IN THE SOCIALISTS 


Old Militarist Power Is 
Raising Cry of “Bol- 
sheviki” as Ruse for Re- 
tention of Power. 


—

April 19.-—Anosther 
week of German disorder has 
served to confirm the earlier im- 
pressions which I have analyzed in 
my article of last Sunday. More and 
more the Ebert government has 
been led to rely upon the old mili- 
tary group for its real support and 
with this progress of policy, the re- 
turn of the mililary party to actual] 
control has been unmistakable save 
only in western Germany and no- 
tably in the Rhur coal basin. Since 
it is from this sar>e Rubkr coal basin 
that France must draw her coal 
contributions, provided under the 
treaty of Versailies, it is plain that 
the domestic disorder in Germany at 
once has an internatio:al aspect 
But there is a much more impor- 
tant international aspect. Quite as 
was to be expected, the Germans 
have s2'z2d upon the recent counter 
‘revolution, provoked by the mili- 
tary elements, as a basis for the 
claim that Germany should not he 
forced to disarm, as was provided 
in the treaty of Versailims. Thus the 
situation comes down to this: The 
military party, hopeful of regaining 
complete control of Germany, pro- 
voked a domestic revolt. In the 
course of this revolt they were 
checked by the proclamation of a 
general strike. After the check 
there was corresponding activity of 
the liberal democratic, radical ele- 
ments. Now the military party in- 
sist that this radical activity war- 
rants maintaining the army at a 
strength forbidden at Paris. 


French Policy Clear. 

Such a maneuver should be too 
obvious to deceive and yet it is 
plainthat it hasby no means fail- 
ed in certain allied countries. Only 
the French, nearest at hand and 
best informed about German condi- 
tions as a consequence, have at last 
taken a firm stand, refused to b 
* deceived by the German maneuver, 
declined te permit German ‘troops, 
led by the old military crowd, to 
occupy the Ruhr region, in defiance 
of the treaty of Paris and similarly 
declined to permit the Germans to 
delay demobilization by reason of 
existing disturbed condition in Ger- 
many. 7 

French policy is clear. The French 
have always in mind the success 
of Prussia, after the defeat at Jena 
in the Napoleonic time, in dodging 
the restrictions placed upon her 
military establishment by hook and 
crook building up that army which 
played a decided part both in the 
battle of Leipsic and that of Water- 


loo. French security can only be 
attained if the German ma- 


chine is scrapped, iggthe German 
military forces are reduced to very 
moderate limits. But despite the 
fact that we are now  0»*early 
eighteen months away from the 
armistice of Rethondes, which end- 
ed the fighting. and almost a year 
distant from the delivery of the 
peace terms to the Germans, no real 
disarmament has taken place in Ger- 
many. On one pretext and another 
large bodies of troops have been 
kept standing in Germany and new 
formations, Noske’s army, for ex- 
ample, have been raised. Always this 
process of evading the treaty pro- 
visions has been explained as neces- 
sary in view of the péril of bol- 
pshevism. 

Thus the German has sought by 
continual use of the spectre of the 
red catastrophe to begulile the allies 
into permitting him to maintain his 
military strength. Now the Kapp 
revolution, which was in reality a 
move on the part of the old mili- 
tary crowd to regain complete con- 
trol, has once more supplfed the 
German with arguments which he is 
employing to defend his course in 
maintaining a large army and in 
occupying regions near the Rhine, 
two actions which constitue very 
important invasions of the pro- 
vions of the treaty of Versailles. 

More than this, the German has 
been successful in persuading the 


Washington, 


British, the Fernch—of course Ital- 
jan sympathy with the German mili- 
tary elements goes’ without saying 
—that such a policy is essential to 
the preservation of economic order 
in Germany and to the prevention 
of the spread of bolshevism all over 
central Europe. Frankly the Brit- 
ish and the Americans have been 
“stampeded” by. their dread of bol- 
shevism into playing the Potsdam 
game, with the result that now, 
only a few months after the end of 
the war which wag to destroy the 


Prussian military system, the Brit- 
ish and the Americans are at least 


sympathetic with a policy which 
would save this same system. 
Trying to Save Army. 

The French, on the contrary, lave 
penetrated the Prussian policy. They 
see clearly that the first objective 
of the Germans of the old order 
must be to save their army, to save 
their old system of which the army 


is at once the symbol and the chief 
bulwark. Th.y see with equal 
clarity that for them the preserva- 
tion of this military machine may 
easily be as fatal as was the simi- 
lar salvation of the Prussian ma- 
chine for Napoleon a little more 
than @ century ago. 

So muvh for the practical side, so 
far as @he French are concerned, 
but there is an even more important 
side. It is a matter of common 
agreement among thoughtful men 
and women that the real hope of 
peace in the future must rest upon 
the assumption that Germany, in- 
stead of pursuing her old pathways, 
renounces a policy of conquest, be- 
comes in the old phrase, “a good 
European.” But such a hope is 
empty, if the old elements remain 
in control of Germany. Just as long 
as the Ludendorffs are the rea} 
masters of German policy we shall 
have just the same policy as pro- 
voked the world struggle. 

Now does there exist any real op- 
position in Germany? Is there any 
element, political party, force, which 
is hostile to the Prussian system 
and honestly fighting it? Yes, there 
is unmistakably a real opposition, 
which !s politically described as the 
independent socialists. The men of 
this party would, if they could, de- 
stroy the German military machine, 
retire all the military hierarchy and 
establish a real, if radical, form of 
democratic government. This is un- 
mistaKably the enemy, so far as 
the Prussian gang is concerned. 

Now what has happened with re- 
spect of this opposition? Obviously 
it has been at all times assailed by 
the military element. In 1918, when 
the first abortive revolution broke, 
the military crowd seized upon the 
world-wide fear of bolshevism to 
eyern a campaign of repression of 
u@Mmost cruelty. The radicals who 
had opposed the junkefs, the Prus- 
sians during the war were ruth- 
lessly murdered, the deal revolution 
was suppressed at the close of the 
first revolution, the old gang ruled 
absolutely, although they hid behind 
the manifestly thin screen: of the 
mafority socialists, who had been 
their willing tools throughout the 
war. 

Rolshevism as Mask. 


Behind this screén and using the 
nightmare of bolshevism, the 
Prussian crowd successfully sought, 
not alone to retain control of ths 
rmy, but to prevent the allies 
rom carrying out their policy, ex- 
pressed in the treaty of Versailles. 
of reducing the German army to 
harmlessness. So long as the Prus- 
sians controlled the army, they con- 
trolled Germany and could crush al! 
genuinely democratic movements 
within the country. So long as the 
army was not reduced, the junkers 
could at once dominate Germany 
and keep the way open for the 
war of revenge which they began 
to threaten before the ink was dry 
on the armistice document. 

Now the French have taken a 
stand. They say, in substance: 
“We recognize that the men of the 
western industrial districts of Ger- 
many, % o took part in the present 
upheaval, to resist the Kappist re- 
actionary stroke are both honestly 
opposed to German militarism and 
sincere In their desire to destroy 
it. But for their resistance the 2ld 
gang would have gained control] in 
their recent attack upon the exist- 
ing order. Therefore, such hope: 
as there is of democracy in Ger- 
many, reacts ermtirely upon the pre- 
servation of this group. If we per. 
mit the Prussians, under cover of 
the Ebert government, to send 
troops. into the industrial districts 
of the west and to repress the rev- 
Olutionists there, then the last real 
opposition to the old military crowd 
will disappear. Reaction will have 
prevailed. 

“More than this, if we permit the 
Prussians to augment their mili- 
tary forces, instead of diminishing 
them, as the treaty of Versailles 
provides, and if we permit them to 
send their troops into the neutral- 
ized region of the Rhine, then we 
at one time waive two of the most 
valuable and most necessary cir- 
cumstances in the peace agree- 
ment. In a word, the ultimate 
purpose of any, German army in 
the hands of the old gang is frank- 
ly to reverse the verdict of the last 
war and the reversal must be 
sought by an attack upon France. 
To consent to the increase of the 
army and to permit this army to 
cross the neutralized Rhine bar- 
rier is to invite future ruin.” 


Break in Entente. 


France thus has acted alone and 
emphatically. She has forbidden 
the violation of the treaty in the 
matter of the sending of troops to 
the Ruhr and she has proclaimed 
her purpose to insist upon the re- 
duction of the German army to che 
limits foreseen in the treaty of 
Versailles. But unfortunately the 
allies of France, particularly Brit- 
ain, have been impressed with the 
German militaristic plea that it 
is necessary to preserve the Ger- 
man army in order to avoid bol- 
shevism and as a result there has 
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, been a break between the allies. 


ryateurs, with the*benevolent assist-

to risk the defiance of France and 
the transport of certain govern- 
ment troops to the Rhine area. 


French action. may be foreseen. 
At last one nation is emerging 
from the fog and preparing to fol- 
low a settled policy. The French 
mean to insist that the German 
troops shall not be permitted to 
invade regions forbidden them by 
the treaty, which are in fact re- 
gions through which an attack up- 
on France must pass, they mean 
to insist upon the reduction of the 
German army and they have reach- 
ed the sane and logical conclu- 
sion that the German cry about 
bolshevism is nothing more nor 
less than a propaganda maneuvre 
to obtain allied permission to keep 
their army in full strength and 
to use it against the real demo- 
cratic and liberal elements in Ger- 
many. 

The main difficulty in America 
and in Great Britain, so far as Ger- 
many is concerned, grows out of 
the wholly inaccurate notion that 
the war did in fact dispose of Ger- 
man militarism and the elimination 
of the kaiser ended the old regime. 
Nothing could be less accurate. In 
the first nlace the Kaiser was not 
the brains but the symbol of the 
old order. As the war progressed 
he became more and more a mere 
creature in the hands of the mili- 
tary party and at the end, he was 
sacrificed to the system, which he 
had publicly typified,. with utter 
ruthlessness. Today, Yt is credi- 
bly reported from Holland that his 
unceasing complaint is that he was 
betrayed and abandoned and there 
can be but little doubt that he 
was coerced into abdication by ser- 
vants of the old order seeking a 
scapegoat. 


In the second place, no real lib- 
eral control ever came into being in 
Germany. On the contrary the 
men who had opposed the war, who 
spoke for real revolution, were 
promptly murdered and the con- 
trol of the government vested in 
the hands of sham liberals, who 
had been the accomplices of the 
militarists during the war period. 
or a certain time the mask was 
worn, Ludendorff went to Sweden, 
Hindenburg to his estates, there 
was a great semblance of a new 
order. But presently the old lead- 
ers re-emerged. Events disclosed 
the contro] of the army still vested 
in the hands which had controlled 
before and during the war and 
presently both Hindenburg and Lu- 
dendorff reappeared in Berlin and 
their reappearances were signals 
for junker demonstrations. 


Army Still Remains. 


This reaction culminated in the 
Kappist counter-revolution. Had it 
been fully successful, the old order 
would have been restored to the 
saddle and Ebert and his associ- 
ates would have disappeared per- 
manently in the same complete 
fashion in which they vanished 
temporarily when the Kapp blow 
failed. But in calling a general 
strike the Ebert government, if it 
momentarily thwarted the ola 
crowd, really played into their 
hands, because the consequent dis- 
orders supplied the chance to raise 
the old cry of “bolshevism” and to 
make the old plea of necessity for 
retaining a strong army to save 
Europe from red anarchy. It is 
conceivable that some future revo- 
lution may disclose that this was 
a circumstance in the reactionary 
scheme and Kapp and his associ- 
ates played the role of agents pro- 


ance of Ebert and his comrades. 


Even if this be a far-fetched 
conjecture, it is still plain that 
the objective of the Prussian mili- 
tarists, namely, to keep the army 
in their own hands and to prevent 
its reduction, remains unchanged 
and that this purpose has bese 
served by a militaristically provok- 
ed disorder, which leads to radical 
uprising in the west. Actually the 
German army is in control of the 
old military crowd today, just as 
firmly as before the Kapp revolu- 
tion, and unmistakably the recent 
events which followed the Kapp af- 
fair are being used to dc¥Vend the 
demand that the army should not be 
reduced, used successfully in the 
United States and in Britain. 

Consider, too, how preposterous 
it would have seemed to the allied 
world two years ago, if the state- 
ment Pad been made that the sec- 
ond anniversary .of lLudendorff’s 
attack in Picardy would see the old 
military crowd in Germany, #tu- 
ally enlisting American and British 
approval of their request to main- 
tain their army at war time 
strength and employ it in a ruth- 
less repression of precisely those 
elements, which alone in all Ger- 
many were hostile to the Prussian 
idea and the _ militaristic policy. 
But that is about what has come 
to pass. 


Old Situation Recalled. | 


It has come to pass, because the 
western world remains paralyzed by 
its fear of bolshevism and stam- 
peded by its desire to get back 
to ordinary economic _ stability. 
Complete control of Germany by 
the old Prussian crowd would -un- 
questionably mean relatively 
prompt reorganization of Germany 
industrially. It would mean an end 
of choas, of strikes, of disorders. 
would mean in the same 
way, a return to the old armed 
peace of the years before 1914, it 
would mean that under cover of al- 
leged fears of domestic disorder 
Germany would once more build up 
an army to be used for aggression 
and a generation hence we might 
have all of us, to fight the same 
fight over again. 


The situation today 
in many respects recalls 
1848, the last ent~when real 
liberal ideas might have prevail- 
ed in the Teutonic world. Ameri- 
cans recall still the profit to this 
country of the migration thither of 
the thousands of liberal Germans, | 
who sought to escape from the 
ruthless repressions of that hour 
and refused to associate them- 
selves with the polity of “blood 
and iron” of Bismarck, which at 
one time made the German empire 
and cursed it and its neighbors 
with the policy of militarism. 

It is not improbable that the tri- 
umph of real democracy, real rad- 
ical democracy in Germany would 
be attended by a ng period of dis- 
order. One can easily imagine con- 
ditions under which it would take a 
number of years for the men, who 
are fighting the Prussian militar- 
ists, to achieve even a semblance 
of the industrial and economic co- 
herence, which would indisputably 
follow after the complete success 
of the reaction. But the success of 
a real radical party would carry 
with it the doom of the old order. 
while the triumph of the Potsdam 
gang would mean a return to all 
the uncertainties of 1914. 

Allied nations have to decide 
which they fear most, economic 
disorder for a period of years, dur- 
ing which there is an evolution of 
Germany and a march toward lib- 
eral ideas, or speedy economic re- 
integration, purchased by an alli- 
ance, tacit but real, between the 
Potsdam gang and their western 
enemies of the recent war. If 
the Ebert government. which re- 
mains a mere camouflage, is per- 
mitted to use the army, csmmand- 
ed by the old officers and imbued 
with the spirit which expressed it- 
self at Louvain and all over north- 
ern France in 1914, to stifle the 
revolution in the west, then we 
shall see a repetition of the events 
of 1848, the total elimination of 
democratic elements from Germany 
and the return of the regime 
which was organized by Bismarck 
on the foundations of Frederick the 
Great. 

The French have chosen to face 
the possibilities of economic dis- 
order, rather than put the old arms 
in the hands of their eternal -foes. 
The French have determined to 
compel the Germans to disarm, as 
the treaty of Versailles provided. 
Put the French are handicapped by 
the fact that the British, the Amer- 
icans and the Italians are willing 
to accept at face value the Potsdam 
plea of bolshevist dangers and to 
permit German armies to retain 
their present strength and even 
to invade the neutralized area ad- 
joining the Rhine. 

France is Defied. 

As a result the Germans are de- 
fying the French and troops are 
within the forbidden area. The cal- 


culation of the Germans was that

would paralyze French action. More- |. 


over they hope to take advantage 
of the widely disseminated libel 
that French policy is dominated 
by miiltaristic leaders and by a 
chauvinistic purpose. They see 
France alone and they believe that 
France will not dare to act alone or 
that she will not be permitted to 
take such action by her former al- 
lies who no longer share her views. 

To me it seems as if such an event 
would be a supreme tragedy. What 
it would mean, exactly, would be 
that deceived ‘by German propagan- 
da in the matter of bolshevism and 
concerned with material questions, 
with the possible profits of a prompt 
restoration of German capacity for 
commierce, the western nations, and 
Britain and the United States in 
particular, would literally strike 
hands with the old enemies, enter 
into a virtual alliance with the 
Potsdam crowd for the suppression 
of all real liberalism in Germany 
and for the ultimate destruction of 
France. 

The German loosed the scourge of 
bolshevism upon the world and he 
has been making it work for him 
ever since. Thanks to Trotzky and 
Lenine who reached Russia through 
American and British 
Russia was eliminated from the 
war and Germany obtained a sec- 
ond chance to win the war in the 
west, a chance that failed of ripen- 
inginto supreme victory only be- 
cause of American contribution in 
blood and treasure. 

When he was actually beaten the 
German sought once more to use 
the western fear of bolshevism to 
cover his own defeat. Over and over 
again at Paris the German argument 
of the danger of bolshevism was 
employed to reduce the allied de- 
mands. Has any one forgotten how 
the Baltic force ,which plaved so 
large a part in the recent Kappist 
affair was kept in being by the al- 
lies, permitted to operate in Lithua- 
nia and the Baltic provinces because 
of a dread that, if it were recalled 
and demobilized, the Russian bol- 
shevists would sweep westward. 

Not a few men who should have 
seen things more clearly have been 
responsible for the statement that 
Germany must {n the end be the 
bulwark of the west against Rus- 
sian anarchy. But who set that 
Russian fire? How can the western 
nations consent to ompower the 
men and the system responsible for 
loosing the bolshevist terror, with 
the task of repressing it, when 
preserving it remains’ the single 
weighty excuse for preserving 
alongside of it the German army 
which nearly conquer the world and 
still, so far as its leaders are con- 
cerned, clings to the same purpose? 
Accomplices of Crime. S 


To permit the Ebert government 
to send troops into Ruhr does not 
mean stamping out ‘bolshevism, it 
means ruthlessly destroying the 
only fraction of the German’ publie 
which has so far in war or in peace 
openly opposed the Prussian lead- 
ers and the Prussian system. It 
means becoming accomplices to the 
crime of destroying in the familiar 
Prussian way, exactly that element 
Which might be, in the end, the 
source from which would spring 
real democracy in Germany. 

The anti-Prussian elements in 
Germany, perceiving that the west- 


ern nations, so far from remaining. 


faithfal to their own gospel of de- 
mocracy, actually consent to join 
hands with the Ludendorffs in re- 
pressing German revolution against 
Prussianism,* will learn their les- 
son. If a few migrate, as did men 
of the stamp of Carl Schurz, after 
1848, the rest will stay and be re- 
absorbed into the Prussian system 
and the next time the militaristic 
party attacks’ the western powers 
we shall see the socialists goose- 
stepping again as did Ebert, Bauer 
and the rest of the majority social- 
ists of 1914. 

The excuse must be the fear of 
balshevism. This the German well 
knows, and he is using it to the 
uttermost. His second argument is 
French militarism, which oddly 
enough is, in the present crisis, 
seeking to save from extinction the 
radicals of western Germany, whose 
fate will be sealed if Noske’s pre- 
cious reichswehr ever occupies the 
Rhine district. What would then 
occur would be a complete repeti- 
tion of the. events which followed 
the crushing of the military fresist- 
ance of the Hungarians two gener- 
tions ago. 

But, after all, to what extent is 
bolshevism an effort to create a 
false scent? Certainly we set out 
to crush Prussian militarism. This 


was the bottom fact in all our pro-} 


testations of the war period. And 
not less certainly we have failed to 
crush it. It exists, it controls in 
Germany today and only willing 
hypocrisy can blind us to the fact. 
A few weeks ago Ludendorff was 
reviewing troops in the old style, 
his generals were back in uniform. 
Today the troops who are assigned 
to the duty of crushing the Ruhr 
uprising are the generals whose 
names are well known to the un- 
happy inhabitants of the recently 
occupied districts of northern 
France and of Belgium. This is 
what the Ebert “revolution” had 
achieved between November, 1918, 
and March, 1920. 

‘The truth is unmistakable. 
Thanks to the blindness, selfishness 
and incoherence of allied policy, 
the victory of 1918 has not sufficed 
to destroy or effectively to chain 
the elements and leadership of the 
period which preceded the war. So 
far successfully this old order is 
fighting to retain the control and 
to destroy its opponents in Ger-_| 
many. 
the specter of bolshevism. 
ond, hardly less potent weapon has | 
been found in the selfish anxiety in 
certain quarters to get back to that 
profitable business with ‘Germany, 
which can only be had if Germany 
returns at once to the efficient con- 
trol of the old military order. 

But it is puerile to consider the 
restoration of Germany, if it means 
the extinction of all the liberal ele- 
ments and the re-enthronement c* 
all the old junkers, just as it woulda 
be criminal to oppose any German 
reintegration, which was based 
upon a real revolution in Germany

We are back at the situation of 
1848, when Germany hesitated be- 
tween the west and the east, be- 
tween democratic and Prussian 
ideals: The decision for Prussian 
methods marked the first step to- 
ward the world catastrophe, which 
followed two generations later, after 
three successful wars of aggression. 
each of which was suffered to break 
and to end in the triumph af the 
Prussian spirit, solely because the 
western nations were engrossed in 
selfish interests and blind to the 
larger perils, which the Bismrackian 
principles had for them. Shall we 
make the same blinders? :

Washington, April 10.—Having ar- 
rived at the presidential age of 35 


vears, the Gridiron club celebrated 
the event Ytonight by turning its 
dinner into a national non-partisan 
political. convention. at which 1920 
candidates heard their claims pre- 
Sented ina fashion new to party 
politics. ' 

Many were nominated and more 
were discussed in such a way as 
to suggest to all the candidates who 
were present the notion that per- 
haps they take themselves too seri- 
ously. 

The Gridiron convention was call- 
ed to order by the clanging of a 
dinner bell, and when the delegates, 
who also included guests, filed into 
the hall and took their seats at the 
dinner tables they discovered that 
both great political parties were 


heavily représented by some of their 
most distinguished members. 
Among those present were Secre- 
taries Colby, Meredith, Houston, 
Payne and Daniels, Attorney Gen- 
(eral Palmer, Speaker Gillett, Gen- 
eral Pershing, the Japanese ambas- 
ador, the Polish minister, former 
Secretaries Lansing and Lane; Ho- 
mer S. Cummings, chairman of the 
democratic national committee; Will 
H. Hays. chairman of the republican 
national committee; Senators Wat- 
son, of Indiana; Owen, of Oklaho- 
ma; Harding, of Ohio, and Poindex- 
ter, of Washington; Governors 
Sproul, of Pennsylvania and Mor- 
row, of Kentucky, and Colonel 
George Harvey. 

The convention was opened by the 
selection of a temporary chairman, 
following which it proceeded toelect 
a permanent chairman, who proved 
to be W. W. Jermane, the new 
president of the club. The proceed- 
ings were mixed and fast and, 
while touching upon many phases 
of the 1920 campaign, really settled 
none of them. :

Sentto Arkansas 


Kansas City, Mo., April 10.—Judge 
John C, Pollock, of the federal] court 
in Kansas City, Kans., today in- 
structed the district attorney to 
draw up a provisional writ for the 
return to Arkansas of Robert L. 
Hill, negro, wanted in the eastern 
Arkansas federal district court for 
impersonating a federal officer. 

Judge Pollock in issuing the writ 
following completion today of the 
hearing of Hill epecified that if he 
is not convicted in the United States 
court of the eastern district of Ar- 


kansas on the charge of conspiring. 


with E. V. Powell, another negro, 
to impersonate a federal officer, he 
“shall not be turned over to any 
state authority, but shall be réturn- 
ed to Kansas for asylum.” 

The negro is wanted by the Ar- 
kansas state authorities for alleged 
icipation in activities which led 
Elaine negro uprising last 


Hill, testifying in his own behalf 
today, declared he was at Winches- 
ter, Ark., 100 miles from Elaine, 
July 10, 1919, when the impersona- 
tion of a federal officer was alleged 
to have taken place near the lat- 
ter town. He said he feared mob 
violence if he was returned to Ar- 
kansas, and denied that he had ever 
posed as a federal officer. He said 
he had done some “detective work” 
and that he held a “degree” as a 
“detective,” for which he paid a 
school at St. Louis $8. 

Hugh T. Fischer, county attorney 
of Shawnee county, Kansas, who 
assisted Hill’s attorneys, testified 
that he did so because Senator Ar- 
thur Capper had wired him asking 
him to do all in his power to pre- 
vent the negro’s return to Arkan- 
sas. He stated on the witness 
stand that he would not dare defend 
Hill in en Arkansas court, as he be- 
lieved he would be in danger of mob 
violence if he did s®.

NEW YORK FEARS 
FAMINE IN FOOD 
AND ALS 


New York, April 10.—New York 
tonight faced the menace of a food 
and fuel famine and a complete 
paralysis of passenger traffic by 
the spread of the strike of ratiroad 
workers, coupled with a strike of 
harbor employees. 

The unauthorized walkout ex- 
tended to switchmen and yardmén 
of the New York Central and fire- 
men of the Lackawanna railroad. 
Regular passenger service on these 
lines and ‘the -Erie broke down to- 
night. Schedules on other’ roads 
were disrupted, and many trains 
canceled, , 

A few carloads of food were fre- 
ceived today, but the opinion of 
railroad officials, based on the 
night’s developments, were that the 
situation was “extremely grave,” 
and it was admitted the railroads

would not be in’ a position to com- 
bat the strike for 48 hours. 

The first demands of the insur- 
gent strikers, issued tonight, con- 
tained the threat of a break with 
the national labor organizations 
unless they received the support of 
those organizations in this strike. 

Approximately 20,000 men had 
left their posts in the New York 
district. Strike leaders issued an 
announcement that “all freight and 
passenger service would be par- 
alyzed tomorrow.” 

Only per cent of the normal 
freight transportation facifties were 
functioning: It was estimated half 
a million persons were kept idle to- 
day by the strike. 

Cemplete Paralysts. 

Officials of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road tonight announced that the 
freight yards of the line are “in 
a state of complete paralysis,” and 
shipments of freight over the road 
into Greater New York had ceased. 
They said freight was being 
transferred from the Pennsylvania 
to. other lines. 

Two thousand switchmen, brake- 
men, yard conductors and marine 
workers in the Pénnsylvania freight 
yards are on strike, the officials 
said. and six hundred workmen em- 
ployed by the road's contractors at 
Greenville, N. J., and on harbor 
front piers also had joined the 
walkout. 

An embargo is in effect on the 
entire Pennsylvania system from 
New York to St. Louis against 
freight from connecting lines. 

Pensioners and members of the 
terminal staff who are familiar 
with road operation were pressed 
into service at the Grand Central 
station in an effort to keep New 
York Central trains moving. Signs 
were. posted in the Grand Central 
station advising passengers the road 
would be able to get trains through 
Sunday with loyal employees, but 
“the crucial test for all railroads 
would come Monday.” 

United States Commissioner John 
A. Mathéws and an official of the 
Hrotherhood=of Railroad Trainmen 
were hooted from the stage when 
they attempted to address a meet- 
ing of Central Union No. 3872, 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
at Elizabeth, N. J., tonight. Mr. 
Mathews, who is also an official of 
the labor union, had advised against 
the strike. 

The striking trainmen appointed 
a committee instructed to call out 
men still working on the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey and “tie up 
the Jersey Central by 6 o'clock 
Sunday night.” 

First Actral Effects, 


First actual effects of tne strike 
were éxperienced today by the 
thousands who daily commute to 
Manhattan. Finding local passenger 
service badly disorganized on most 
of the Jersey railroads, many strug- 
gled to the shore of the Hudson by 
jitney and trolley, only to find the 
tubes closed by a walkout this 
morning, and ferry service irregu- 
lar because of the strike of railroad 
marine workers. With a minimum 
of traffic tomorrow, however, rail- 
road officials hope to re- 
organize service for the Monday 
morning rush. Public Service Come 
missioner Nixon estimated tonight 
that approximately 700,000 com- 
muters were affected by the strike. 

Passenger service showed no im- 
provement late today, following the 
walkout early this morning ~of a 
number of trainmen on nearly all 
lines terminating in Jersey, and 
virtually all the firemen employed 
by the Erie. This necessitated can- 
cellation of some local trains, and 
ingenuity of officials was taxed to 
the limit in caring for tlh® regular 
travel. 

Accompanied with the report 
that agents of the department of 
justice were investigating the situ- 
ation here, railroad officials an- 
nounced they had sought in vain 
for leaders of the walkout. No de- 
mands, they said, had been made 
upon them. ® 

A series of strikers’ meetings 
were held on the Jersey shore, but 
newspaper men were barred. A few 
strikers in Jersey City vouchsafed 
the “information” late today that at 
a meeting of “seceding” brother- 
hood men there, an affort had been 
made to organize a new railroad 
workers’ union, with the 
posed object” of affiliating with 
the Chicago strikers. 


Conditions About the Same. 


W. J. Welsh, general chairman of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, who was ordered here from 
Syracuse yesterday to act for W. G. 
Lee, president or the order, in 
helping persuade brotherhood men 
to return to work. announced to- 
night that conditions were “about 
the same” as yesterday, except for 
the firemen who walked out of the 
Erie. He declined, however, to pre- 
dict the course of events in the 
next few days. 

Welsh said he had received a tel- 
egram from Lee at Cleveland today 
declaring that men were beginning 
to go back to théir jobs in num- 
bers about Chicago. Welsh _ said 
Lee seemed hopeful.

The statement said: “We have de- 
cided to be known hereafter as the 
United Railroad Workers of Amer- 
ica,” and added, “We do not want 
our name to be misunderstood as 
representing the national organi- 
zation.” 

“We are all railroad mén, affiliat- 
ed with various organizations and 
orders to better our conditions,” 
the statement said. ‘“‘We have call- 
ed the meetings that we have been 
holding to further strengthen our- 
selves, and we have decided to be 
known hereafter as the United 
Railroad Workers of America. Our 
officers have been elected and they 
have drawn up demands which will 
be presented to the proper officials 
for consideration. We do not want 
our name to be misunderstood as 
representing the national organiza- 
tion. We still belong to our present 
railroad body, but if the general 
organization does not uphold us in 
this strike we shall continue our 
activities under our adopted name. 

“We want it emphasized that the 
men who have attended our meet- 
ings are affiliated with one or 
more of the four big organizations. 

“All officers and members, you 
can say, are satisfied with the proé- 
gram we have made so far, and also 
we have caused no trouble outside 
of leaving our posts .and we intend 
to conduct ourselves in the same 
manner in the future.” 
BROTHERHOOD CHIEF 
ISSUES STATEMENT. 

Cleyeland, April 10.—W. G. Lee, 
president of .the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, today issued the 
following statement regarding the 
nation-wide strike of railroad yard- 
men and switchmen: 

“The situation at Chicago is con- 
stantly improving and those in 
charge of five transportation 
brotherhoods there report daily 
gains and hope that more of the 
thinking members of the organiza- 
tions will return to their former 
positions very soon. 

“It is believed the members will 
recognize that the only hope of se- 
curing additional increase in pay, 
to which they are entitled and 
which we are aonfident will be 
granted by the labor board recent- 
ly created by federal law, just as 
soon as that board is appointed 
by President Wilson is for them 
to return to work immediately. The 
fifteen railroad labor organizations 
have entered into and signed an 
agreement to present their wage de- 
mands to such board according to 
the law, and it is unreasonable to 
expect that any increase will. be 
granted except by the board and 
in accordance with the federal laws. 
It is equally certain that whatever 
benefits are secured will come 
through the authorized committees

“The claim of transportation em- 
ployees for an increase in pay to 
further otfset the high cost of liv- 
ing, must be recognized by all 
thinking persons familiar with the 
situation.

Paper From Wood Pulp. 


The fall of the apple seen by Sir 
Isaac Newton or the lifting of the 
kettle lid watched by -Watt was 
scarcely more prolific of results 
than a walk taken in the woods by 
one Herman Keller. who saw a hor- 
net’s nest. was led to examine it, 
and experimentally ascertained that 
it was of paper made from we6d fi- 
bers. according to the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. 

Before that time material for pa- 
per manufacture had been difficult 
to get. Rags had been used, ana 
for this purpose great quantities 
were imvorted into the United 
States. Later straw was used. 
Neither material was satisfactory 
Substance for the manufacture of 
paper and both became almost pro- 
hibitive in price. 

Acting upon the hint which he 
received from the  hornet’s nest, 
Keller invented a wood-grinding 
machine which was quickly pur- 
chased by paper manufacturers. 
‘In the first step in making paper 
from wood, trees of twelve inches 
or less in diameter are cut into con- 
venient lengths of four feet. The 
bark is removed, the knots cut out, 
and the smooth log is placed in a 
frame containing a grindstone 
which revolves laterally to the log, 
tearing the wood into fine fibers. A 
stream of water is constantly play- 
ed upon the log at its point of con- 
tact with the rapidly revolving 
grindstone in order to. keep the 
wood from being charred by the 
heat of friction. 

The ground-wood pulp supplied a 
long felt need. The forty-four pa- 


per mills of 1776 have increased to‘ 


716 mills which supply paper for 
the thousands of dailies, weeklies 
and other periodicals and book pub- 
lishers in the United States.

rice. 

Measured in bushels, 1904 yield- 
ed 21,000,000, while last year's out- 
put was rated at almost 50,000,000 
bushels.

New York, #pril 10.—Representa- 
tives of commercial organizations ot 
a score of North Atlantic seaboard 
cities met here to formulate 
a protest against freight rates 
alleged to discriminate in favor of 
gulf and south Aflantic ports. A 
committee was appointed to confer 
with executives of trunk line rail- 
roads and request them to petition 
the interstate commerce commission 
to cancel the alleged unfair rates. 

The committee appointed con- 
sisted of Delos W. Cooke, of the 
New York chamber of commerce: 
3. C. Lincoln, of the Merchants’ as- 
sociation of New York; N. B. Kelly, 
of the Philadelphia chamber of com- 
merce; J. C. Henderson, of the Bal- 
timore chamber of commerce, and 
R. N. Collyer, of the Trunk Line 
association. 

Mr. Cooke, addressing the con- 
ference, said that early in the war 
it was thought advisable to divert 
traffic to southern ports because of 
freight congestion in north Atlan- 
tic ports. 

“After the war the political 
steam roller was put in order and 
these discriminatory freight rates 
were established by the Unitea 
States railroad administration,” he 
said. “The interstate commerce 
commission was powerless. Freight 
originating at Cleveland, Youngs-

The French note to Great Britain 
Says: 

“The French governnrent affirms 
first of all that no doubt can be 
felt of the loyalty of its attitude.

The French 
government has always opposed the 
entry of supplementary German 
troops into the Ruhr region and has 
added that the authorization for 
such an entry must have a counter 
part in the occupation of Frankfort 
and Darmstadt. 

“On April 3 its representatives 
in all the allied capitals informed 


the governments to which they were 
accredited (at the same time a copy 
being sent to the allied representa- 
tives in Paris) that Marshal Foch’s 
measures could no longer be pest- 
poned. Furthermore, the French 
government recalled that the mat- 
ter concerned the violation of one 
of the most solemn clauses of the 
treaty signed by ‘France, and that 
the German government had for- 
mally recognized that formal au- 
thorization, given in advance, was 
necessary for such a derogation, and 
that France had the right to ask 
for territorial guarantees. 
France Not Satisfied. 

“How could the government of 
France have been satisfied with the 
German promise to withdraw the 
troops when order had been re- 
stored? Neither for reparations nor 
for the gelivery of the war-guilty, 
nor for’gcoal have the allies re- 
ceived the stipulated satisfaction. 

“The question could be asked 
when the British government, which 
no doubt has not measured the dan- 
ger of these systematic violations, 
would step in the path of conces- 
sion. France, in any case, was 
obliged to say: ‘That is enough.’ ” 

“The French government is no 
less convinced than the English 
government of the essential neces- 
sities of maintaing unity of the al- 
lies for the application of the 
treaty with Germany. This close 
concert of France and England ap- 
pears to France equally indispensa- 
ble for the equitable solution of the 
vast problems which are presented 
at this moment in the world—in 
Russia, in the.Balkans, Asia Minor 
and all Islam.”

BRITAIN CONSIDERS 


NOTE OF FRANCE. 

Lendon, April 10.—An outline of 
the answer to the French note with 
regard to occupation of Frankfort 
and other German cities was dis- 
cussed at a brief cabinet meeting 
this morning before’ the departure 
of Premier Lloyd-George fow San 
Remo. 

The note maintains that France 
gave Great Britain ample warning 
on Apri 3 that France considered 
it necessary to take military steps 
if Germany failed to withdraw her 
troops. 

The British foreign office has not 
stated what form the French warn- 
ing took, but it is assumed that it 
was presented verbally by the 
French ambassador. 

Notwithstanding the insistence of 
France that there was no alterna- 
‘tive for her in the circumstances 
except occupation of German terri- 
tory and her denial of the state-

Berlin, April 10.—Great Britain’s 
disapproval of the action of France 


in occupying cities in the neutral 
zone east Of the Rhine is hailed by 
newspapers hre with moderate ex- 
pression of satisfaction. 

“France ig in the thrall of chau- 
vinism and militarism,” says The 
Vorwaerts, “which, as Germany’s 
fate has shown, Jead nations inevi- 
tably to perdition. It is essential 
that Germany seek to live in agree- 
ment with her neighbors, and it is 
the duty of nag socialists to see 
that ground for is understanding 
be prepared. An international crisis 
can be avoided only by the league of 
nations becoming a reality and tak- 
ing a hand in the solution.” 

‘Great SBritain’s attitude,” The 
Tageblatt declares, “is a reminder 
to France that the Versailles treaty 
is not a compact between France 
and Germany, but all European bel- 
ligerents. The British stand is a 
bad blow to the Millerand govern- 
ment, but it is iimmatertal who rules 
France so long as blind militarism is 
not supplanted by cOmmon sense.” 

The Local Anzeiger, while admit- 
ting there is a dawn of common 
sense in the world, asks why the al- 
lies of France did not act more 
promptly. 

‘France was well aware of their 
attitude,” the newspaper says, “but 
her hand was not stayed.” 

Vienna Is Pleased. 

Vienna, April 10.—Satisfaction 
over dispatches telling of dissension 
betwen Great Britain and France 
relative tothe action of the latter in 
sending troops into German cities 
east of the Rhine is not concealed 
by Vienna newspapers, which ex- 
press the hope that France will be 
isolated. 

France is credited with designs 
which may provoke further blood- 
shed by The Neue Freie Presse, 
which invites the entente to inter- 
vene “more than verbally to prevent 
fresh hostilities.

In which ev.nt the title might 
change hands—stranger things have 
happened, and ior that reason Jack 


js not likely to waive the protection 


of a “no gecision” stipulation in his 

contract, confining his title hazard 

to the possibility of a knock-out. 
“No Decision” Not Popular. 


Among genuine boxing devotees 
there is a deep and growing sense of 
dissatisfaction with these so-called 
“no decision contests,’ and justifi- 
ably so, because too often they do 
not. “mean anything” other than a 
soft pick-up of a pocketful of 
shiners for the “attraction” and a 
meal ticket or so for his ‘“‘feeder”— 
and disappointment for the fan. 

Usually, of course, the last named 
is treated to a gratifying exhibition 
of artful boxing—wholly defensive 
on the champion’s part and offen- 
sive on the part of the aspiring op- 
ponent—but the zest that goes with 
genuine contest, and with that only, 
is lacking, and, after all, it is real 
fighting that gives the kick to any 
sport, whether it be boxing, wrest- 
ling, baseball, billiards or horse- 
shoes or what-not. 

It is possible for a “no decision” 
bout to be highly exhilarating to the 
spectator, as was the case, for ex- 
ample, when Jake Abel met Benny 
Leonard in the local ring. In that 
entertainment the local boy fought 
and fought hard—hard enough to at 
least give Benny an opportunity to 
show everything he had without 
leaving an impression that he was 
just acting like a tumbler on the 
stage. 

Exceptional to Rule. 


But that entertainment was an 
exception to the rule governing such 
affairs. in part because Jake was 
game enough and honest enough 
with the public to put out his best— 
and he can always be relied upon to 
do—and in part because Benny was 
not afraid to get his hair ruffled or 
to take a chance with a boy evory 
boxer in the country Knows t2 be 
dangerous. 

That bous was ® refseshing con- 
trast to the Jast previous “no-de- 
cision” affair in the Auditorium, in 
which Champion Pete Herman 
covered up and stalled and blocked 
through ten rounds with Bernie 
Hahn, to the eminent disgust of the 
spectators; and it was not very long 
ago—before Mr. McDonald’s day 
here—that Champion Ted (“Kid’’) 
Lewis and Contender Jack Britton 
hugged and caressed each other 
through aie tedious make-believe 
bout, the other gratifying feature of 
which was its ending. 

Also while Britton was still an 
ex-champion, before he regained his 
title from Lewis, and also prior to 
Hume McDonald's adyent as local 
boxing promoter, he and Jimmie 
Dutfy, of Lockport, N. Y. Jong a 
top-notch contender, were matched 
to mill ten rounds to a decision. The 
bout was so tame from the opening 
gong as to be pathetic, and, after 
repeatedly admonishing the boys to 
mix it, the referee stopped the bur- 
lesque in.the third inning and callod 
it “no contest.” 

It was more Duffy’s fault than 
Britton’s, however, for Jack really 
seemed to be willing to give the 
patrons at least an_ exhibition for 
their money, but Jimmie played the 
house and the referee for easy pic«- 
ings—and went home a wiser and 
@ sorrier man. 

Jake in Ring Means Action. 

But if Abel climbs into the ring 
with Britton action will follow, for 
Jake never yet has been known to 
shirk in a contest nor to fake one. 
He gives his best, which at times 
has not been sufficient to bring 
home the groccries, it is true, but 
always sufficient, win or lose, io 
leave his popularity with the fans 
undiminished. 

And, by the way, why should 
Jake not’ be accredited with ample 
justification for hopes of winning 
the title from Jack? 

The champion is getting old, as 
the age of athletes go—that is, old 
in his profession. He is not so good 
as he once was, and sooner or later 
he is bound to topple. Why is it not 
within the bounds of likelihood for 
Able to be the man to topple him? 

Jake showed well-.in his brush 
with Hanlon—better, in fact, than 
he ever before appeared in a local 
ring. He might be able to beat 
Britton, especially if Britton knew 
that he might lose his crown by 
referee's decision, causing him to 
wade in and try for points or a K-o, 
thus giving his opponent a better 
chance. for both.

Every man before he is allowed 
to take charge of a contest should 
pass a searching test of his knowl- 
edge of the game, and he should be 
set to this test by a. body made up 
of gentlemen whose position is such 
as to convince all boxers and the 
public that they are only concerned 
with the game as a sport. 

If a referee proves that because 
of temperamental weakness he is 
not competent, he should be struck 
off the roll of referees; he should be 
forever barred. 

This is my notion of what should 
be done before every contest, 
whether it be a big or ‘little one. 
The referee should, in simple and 
readily understandable agony 
make the boxers aware of what he 
considers boxing is; that he will 
have it done according to his ideas, 
and that the fighter who does not 
conform to his ruling will be put 
out of the ring. 

There isn’t a boxer who does not 
want to fight fair. When he doesn't 
it is almost tnvariably because the 
referee does not insist on fairness. 

For instance, “don't hold, 

“step back,” “don't 

and the rest of it 

repeated over and over 

again, but nine times out 

of -ten not the slightest atten- 

tion igs paid to these instructions, 

with the result that the public do 

not see boxing at all—only a very 
bad make-believe. 

If a referee issues an order, he 
should see that it is obeyed. If he 
doesn’t, then he is weak—slack, if 
you like, and not fitted for the posi- 
tion in which he is put. 

There Should Be Two Judges. 

Personally I do not approve of a 
contest being in the sole charge of 
one man. When I fight, I insist on 
there being two judges’ besides a 
referee, for I hold that it is not al- 
ways possible for one man to take 
an accurate record of points, and at 
the same time see that the fighters 
are conforming strictly to the rules. 

In any case the whole subject of 
refereeing needs overhauling and 
putting on a proper, practical and 
different basis than it is today, else 
boxing will be hurt terribly. It 
will cease to have a tight hold on 
the public. 

yer just a few words rhore. Box- 
ers themselves, if they be wise—for 
after all they are only workmen— 
will apply their-minds to a close and. 
deep study of the rules. They will 
strive to find out what boxing real- 
ly is. Boxing is vastly different 
from what they, by their ways, seem 
to think it is. And I do wish that 
someone would seek to teach, not 
only boxers, but referees alsé what 
in-fighting is. 

Some boxers convey the idea that 
when they get to close quarters 
they are free to hold, tug, pull and 
wrestle, and there are some referees 
who know so little about in-fight- 
ing (which is an exacting science, 
though I confess it does not make 
for a great spectacle) that imme- 
diately men get close they bawl 
“break” and “don’t hold,” when 
there is no reason for breaking 
and when, instead of there being 
holding, there is but wholesome

New York, April 10.—Local golf 
authorities have received copiés of 
the conditions goyerning the Brit- 
ish open and amateur golf cham- 
pionships of 1920 which were adopte 
at a recent meeting of the champion- 
ship committee held at St. Andrews, 
Scotland. As the United States will 
be represented by amateur, and 
professional players in these con- 
tests some of the announcements 


made will be of interest to Amerie | 


can golfers. : 

It was unanimously decided that 
the amateur championship be play- 
ed by holes, at Muirfield, Scotland, 
commencing on Tuesday, June §8, 
the championship trophy and four 
medals being the prizes. The en- 
trance fee of two guineas must ac- 
company each entry and all competi- 
tors must enter through the secre- 
taries of their respective clubs. All 
entries must reach the secretary of 
the championship committee not 
later than Saturday, May 22. 

If there are more than 128 en- 
trants the committee has arranged 
to have elimination rounds by holes, 
Played over links adjacent to the 
championship course at Muirfield on 
Thursday and Friday. June 3 and 
4, or both, in order to reduce the 
number of players to 128. At the 
conclusion of the elimination. play 
a fresh draw is to be made. The 
entire cempetition shall be played 
by hvtes in accordance with the 
raletzcof gclf and the special rules 
for match play as approved by the 
Rvyal and Ancient club in accord- 
ance with the local rules of the club 
over whose course the round is 
played, 

18-Hole Matches. 


Each match shall consist of one 
round of 18 holes, except that the 
final shall be a 36-hole match to 
be played on a separate day. In 
the event of a halved match, in any 
round, the competitors shall con- 
tinue to play until one or the other 
Shall gain a hole when the match 
shall be considered won. The win- 
ner of the tournament shall be the 
champion amateur golfer for the 
vear and the trophy shall be held 
for that year by the club from which 
the winner shall have entered.

In 
eight amateurs are to be qualified 
for competition by the champior- 
ship committee. All those who qual- 
ify shall be allowed to practice on 
the Cinque Ports eclub’s links on 
June 26, 28 and 29 


Fees Pald June 5. 


All entries, with entrance fees of 
two pounds for amateur and one 
pound for professionals, must reach 
the secretary of the championship 
committee not later than June 5. 
The prizes, amounting to two hun-

It is contem- 
porary with the birth of rowing at 
the university. 

Time has laid a heavy hand on 
the ancient structure, according to 
University of Pennsylvania rowing 
authorities. For the last five years, 
it has struggled against the ravages’ 
of the elements, but this winter the 
storms caused a portion of its walls 
to collapse. 

Repairing is out of the question, 
since the whole wall is shaky. and 
stones have fallen on the inside, 
causing considerable damage to the 
shelis and barges stored there for 
the winter months. « 

The College Boat club was or- 
gSanized as part of the Schuylkill 
navy, and the boat house was built 
a short time after. “Captain” 
John Smith .who has ~uarded the 
University of Pennsylvania shells 
for twenty-three years. looks upon 
the structure as a “ghost of the 
past.”

BANDITS TRAPPED

AT ONCE EXECUTED 


Agua Prieta, Sonora, Mexico, 
April 10.—Reports of a wholesale 
execution of bandits at Nuevo Mi- 
nos, in central Sonora, yesterday, 
were brought here today by Roberto 
Carrillo, chief of Carranza’s secret 
service. He said a company of fed- 
eral cavalry had trapped'a band of 
25 bandits in the Canon Diablo, 
just south of Nuevo Minos. 

According to advices, Senor Car- 
rillo said, a pitched battle ensued, 
which lasted for about six hours, 
during which seven bandits were 
killed, the balance’ surrendering, 
providing they be extended immu- 
nity. 

The prisoners, eighten 
ber, were taken into Nuevo 
given trial and sentenced 
hanged before sundown.

“Anyone who has had occasion to 
call on any of our local hospitals 
this winter for service has been im- 
pressed with the fact that there is a 
great scarcity of hospital accommo- 
dation in this city. This condition 
constitutes a serious menace to the 
public and private health of our pop- 
ulation. There is an immediate 
need of from 1,200 to 1,500 additional 
hospitals in Atlanta today. State- 
ments from physicians indicate that 
there are hundreds of sick persons 
being cared for the best they can De 
in homes, rooming houses and hotels 
who onght to be in hospitals. 

“Most pathetic are the conditions 
in maternity cases in the pitifully 
small apartment houses and poorly 
arranged and uncomfortable dwell- 
ings, where many of our population 
live. In many cases only expert hos- 
pital care can safeguard the lives of 
mother and child. It seems very 
evident that lives are being sacri- 
ficed because of the inefficiency of 
our hospital accommodations. 

“It is estimated that a safe pro- 
portion of hospital accommodation 
is one bed to each hundred popula- 
tion. Atlanta has, by the most lib- 
eral estimate, about 800 hospital 
beds, when there should be from 
2,000 to 2,400 beds, even reasonably 
to provide for our local needs. 

“The scarcity today of nurses is 
due very largely to the inadequacy 
of our hospitals and especially the 
poor accommodation for these nurses 
while in training ini the way of de- 
sirable, often even decent, places to 
live.”

Mrs. Ida McGlone Gibson, well- 
known writer and speaker, who 
spent three years in Europe during

Nogales, Sonora, April 10.—Gov- 
ernor de La Huerta, of Sonora, in 
a telegram to General Salvador Al- 
Varado here today, said: : 

“In view of the replies of Presi- 
dent Carranza to the governor and 
congress of the state of Sonora, it 
“Was decided to suspend relations 
With the central government until 
Such a time as the causes leading 
to the determination had ceased to 
exist.” 

The state authorities of Songra 
had ealled upon President Carranza 
to halt the mobilization of federa) 
troops within Sonora, They charged 
the Mexican president was plotting 
to establish a military dictatorship 
in the state, and take over the 
State government, It had been 
openly charged this was a plot 
against the presidential candidacy 
vi General Obregon. Carranza an- 
swered the state authorities that 
he had no such intention, but that 
troops were being ordered to 
Sonora‘for the.general welfare of 
the country. 

SONORA 18 HOME 
OF GEN. OBREGON. 

Washington, April 10.—While no 
reports had reaehed Washington 
tonight of the ‘repudiation of the 
Mexiean central government by 
the Sonora state congress, factors 
which undoubtedly led to the con- 
fress’ action are known to offi- 
cials here. 

The state of Sonora is the home 
of General Obregon, the candidate 
of the anti-Carranzistas for presi- 
dent, and opposition to the Car- 
ranza administration has grown 
steadily since General Obregon be- 
gan his attacks on the president. 
Political managers fanned the 
flames with charges that Governor 
de La Huerta would be removed, 
and that federal troops would as- 
stime control of the state. 

With the feeling running high, 
the strike of employees on the 
southern Pacific de Mexico rail- 
read came, and a Carranza-appoint- 
ed judge issued notice that unless 
the strikers returned to work with- 
in 72 hours the federal government 
would take over the road. The 
Sonora authorities blocked such ac- 
tion by taking’ over the raltlrod 
before the federal government 
could act. Reports then were cir- 
culated that the Carranza adminis- 
tration would uphold the judge and 
ceize the railroads by the use of 
troops. 

Governor Huerta recently was 
elected supreme chief of the Yaqui 
Indians, since the Yaquis _have 
proven troublesome on many oc- 
casions to th Carranza govern- 
ment, Mexico City authorities look- 
ed in even. less unfriendly manner 
on the governor because of his con- 
nection with the Indians.

CATTLE TO FRANCE 


Compiegne, France, April, 10.— 
Shipments of German eattle into 
France in accordance with the terms 
of the Versailles treaty have be- 
gun. The first trainload arrived at 
Chery-en-Valois today and will be 
d:stributed among the farmers of 
that district, while a second ship- 
ment expected today at Longuel 
will be turned over to inhabitants 
of the canton of Ribecourt. 

Under the peace treaty Germany 
was required to furnish France live 
stock in equal monthly installments 
in the three months following the 
date the treaty went into effect as 
follows:

7 years old, 30,000 fillies and mares 
of from 18 months to 7 years of 
the Ardennais, Voulonnais or Bel- 
gian type; 2,000 buils, 18 months’ to 
3 years; 90,000 milch cows, 2. to 6 
vears old; 1,000 rams, 100,000 sheep 
and 10,000 goats. 

To the extent that this cattle 
can not be identified as having been 
taken from the French territory oc- 
cupied during the war by Germany,

HUN WAR PROFTEERS 
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ASTONISHING CROWD 


Former Butchers’ Assistant 
Now Owns Racing Stud. 
Other Beggars Prosper. 


Budapest, April 10—It is by 
traveling through what are atill 
known as the Central Empires that 
the demoralizing effects of war ars 
vividly realized. There is still, I 
imagine, a prevailing notion that 
war is a bad business for the loser 
only, which is at any rate partly 
due to the different way in which 
war affects victo and vanquish- 
ed. Thus vanquished nations, at 
Jeast gall who were worth any- 
thing, have alWays restricted their 
aise Of luxuries, whereas victor na- 
tions have always been inclined to 
be extravagant after a war, think- 
ing that their victories dispensed 
them from any measures of pru- 
dence, restraint or saving, 

War Does Not Pay. 


Now, however, both victor and 
vanquished seem to be finding that 
war does not pay. Both are real- 
izing that war does not create any- 
thing substantially valuable. In 
the past it may have Happened 
that some nation has, in a sense, 
benefited by war, just as an indi- 
vidual may, in a sense, benefit by 
pocket-picking. But the individ- 
ual merely transfers to his pocket 
what ought to be in someone else’s 
pocket, and produces nothing. Sim- 
ilarly in the past a nation can only 
have acquired wealth which ought 
to have been that of some other 
nation, and did not produce or cre- 
ate wealth. In the one case, there- 
fore, society was not bettered, and 
in the other case the world as a 
whole was no better off than be- 
fore, always supposing it not to 
have been any worse off. 

There is one class in the world 
today who would certainly dispute 
the assertion that war does not 
pay—war profiteers, who: seem at 
present a greater scourge in van- 
quished than in victor lands. They 
are verily one .of the post-war 
plagues which have descended upon 
Europe; and just as evo’ neutral 
lands are being. *- sd with the 
epidemics folloW. om the war, so 
they are being bled with prof- 
iteers, altho n both cases to a 
less extent an belligerent coun- 
tries. 


Profit -rs Crowd Hotels. 


Nowher¢ perhaps, can these car- 
rion crows be better observed than 
in Vienna, Budapest, and through- 
out Germany. ‘All the large hotels 
in the Austrian and Hungarian cap- 
itals are overfilled with war prof- 
iteers, whose business is seldom, if 
ever, avowable. They are of all 
nationalities, and it would be hard 
to say whether any particular na- 
tionality predominates. One gen- 
eralization may be made, however; 
war profiteers usually come from a 
country whose money is worth a 
great deal now to another country 
whose exchange stands Very much 
below par. Thus a Swiss who can 
buy 100 Austrian kronen for Frs. 2, 
and for a time for Fr. 1.50 (instead 

or Fors. 103) arrives in Vienna 
with, let us say, 50,000 Swiss francs. 
Allowing Frs. 2 for 100 kronen, e 
has. two and a half mollion kronen. 
Or an American arrives with $650,- 
000, and receives therefor 15 mil- 
lion kronen. With these sums they 
buy up whatever kind of valua- 
bles they may fancy—gold, plati- 
num, precious stones, jewelry, 
paintings, sNver, furniture, car- 
pets, furs, old jace, motor cars, or 
even houses and landed property.

The pink boll worm, a new men- 
ace I the cotton industry of the 
United States, is attracting special 
attention throughout the cotton-pro- 
ducing states, and, for the matter 
of that, throughout the entire coun- 
try. It is a subject of the deepest 
interest at the national capital. It 
is a real live issue in Texas and in 
Louisiana, for the worm, speedily 
disposed of, it was confidently be- 
lieved in 1916 when it mad 
pearance in a small way away down 
in Texas, was given a wider field 
by the sale and purchase of infect- 
ed cotton seed in 1917. 

This worm is not, as some are 
disposed to believe, the cotton boll 
worm with which every cotton 
grower is more or less familiar.

\-baking dish. Remove celery and 
onion from sauce. Add sauce to 
meat. Sprinkle with bread crumbs 
moistened with melted butter or 
butter substitute. Brown in hot 
oven. 


Recipe No. 6—Veal Cutlets and 
Soup. 

3 pounds veal shank. 

Cook a veal shank in boiling salt- 
ed water until tender. Remove as 
much meat as possible from the 
bone. Cut the pieces to resemble 
chops. 

Take this veal and season well. 
Roll in crumbs, egg and crumbs 
again and saute in butter or but- 
ter substitute. Garnish with pars- 
ley. 

For the soup take the remaining 
portion of the shank and put it into 
a Kettle with 3 cups of brown 
stock and a few peppercorns, salt, 
celery salt and any other season- 
ing desired.

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Pirate is Rea 


Modern Captain Kidds Are Plundering 


Ships in the 

Pacific and the 

Black Sea Just 
Like the Buccaneers 


of 300 ‘Years Ago. 
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In Caves and Other Hiding Places the Mexican Bandits Have Stored 
Large Quantities of Loot and Smuggled

HERE is a time in the life of every boy 

when he longs to be a pirate—or a pirate 

exterminator. The inspiration generally 

strikes him after reading about Capt. Kidd and 

his cut-throat crew. Then he mentally meta- 

morphoses himself into the dauntless boy ca: ain 

of a rakish pirate craft. The skull and cros$¥,ones 

flaunt law and order from the masthead. A vil- 

lainous crew, black-eyed and heavy musfached 

and wearing red handkerchiefs instead of hats, 

obey his commands. With drawn cutlass and a 

belt rammed full of pistols to the point,of discomfort, 

he chases and captures treaSure ships laden with gold 
and silver and lovely damsels. 

Or he has imagined himself equally brave aS a 
pirate exterminator, cutting wide swaths with his trusty 
blade through steaming ranks of murderous buccautteers, 
singling out and engaging the pirate chief in hand-to- 


damsels. 
And then the average boy comes back to earth for 


a spell and heaves a tremendous sigh because he thinks 
the days of pirates are past and gone. 

But cheer-up, small boy. It appears that not all 
the pirates and buccaneers are dead. Some of them 
are aS much alive and active today as Capt. Kidd and 
Capt. Henry Morgan ever were. So there still is a 
glorious chance for the day-dreaming boy to join them. 
or disjoint them, according to taste. 

Official reports from the City of Mexico have re- 
vealed the interesting information that a considerable 
military and naval force has been ordered to the west 
coast, north of Tuxpan, to exterminate a new genera- 
tion of pirates and sea rovers who are beginning to in- 
fest the Pacific. Tramp vessels have been chased and 
plundered to such an extent dhat the small trading ships 
which have no means of putting up any kind of. a fight 
against sea robbers, are giving Point Mita, the Gulf of 
California and the navigable waters off the Province 
of Fepic and Lower California a wide berth. 

Voyagers arriving from Pacific ports have reported 
that ‘numerous bands of pirates have been organized, 
each under the leadership of a nautical cut-throat. They 
have converted speedy schooners and fair-sized yachts 
into fighting ships and smugglers. They have their 
headquarters in almost inaccessible caves, ravines and 
rookeries on lonely islands in the Gulf of California 
and. north of the Bay of Banderas. A great deal of 
phySical persuasion may be necessary to dislodge them. 

In their caves and other hiding places, it has been 


hand combat and rescuing those self-same lovely 


reported to the Mexican federal authorities, the pirates 
have stored contraband goods of considerable value 
which, when the opportunity comes, are shipped to 
landing places along the United States and South 
American coasts. Most of this plunder is obtained from 
the interior of Mexico, although during the past few 
months the stores have been considerably increased by 
miscellaneous loot stolen from small tramp steamers 
and sailing vessels that were chased by the pirates and 
held up 75 miles or more off shore. 

The punitive expedition organized by the Mexican 

overnment is under orders to exterminate every pirate 
ound in Mexican waters or on Mexican territory. 
Islands to which the buccaneers have been traced are 
to be searched. Severe punishment awaits every pirate 
who can be caught, and as some of the leaders had 
notoriously bad reputations as smugglers, cut-throats 
and brigands before they added piracy to their Igng list 
of crimes, they may prefer not to be taken alive. So 
the prospects are that there will be some lively fighting 
between the Mexican troops and marines and the sea 
rovers before the last of the outlaws is either dead 
or.in jail. 

The Mexican government is determined to rid its 
islands of the freebooters and its present expedition 
after wiping out the pirates will set up military posts, 
coast guards and a sea patrol in order to suppress any 
further attempts to revive the picturesque business 
which Capt. Kidd found so profitable. 

Mexico, however, is not the only country. with a new 
crop of pirates on her hands. Georgian brigands have 
been rivalling the achievements of Capt. Kidd in the 
Black sea. After smuggling themselves aboard the 
Russian steamship “Constantine,” they staged a most 
romantic hold-up in the middle of the Black sea.

France. 

Madeleine Dubois felt many pangs of war before she was found ere ee 
and loved by George Livingston. Her mother had died when Made- yee ee 
leine was 12 years old, and the grandmother of the child raised her } Gai ea RE 
in the litthe Amiens home. But in 1914, there came the Boche. Made- ore SanttelS. 
leine’s father, Jules Henry, joined the heroic French forces in their Es eae 
mighty stand. Madeleine, her grandmother, and her elder sister, 
Renee, joined @ee tmy of refugees that fled the tortured city of 
Amiens, and the Hint e finally found shelter in a wine cellar at Caen. 

The valiant Anzacs, in 1915, drove the Germans from Amiens, and 
the Dubois family returned. A terrific counter attack by the Ger- 
mans again forced the inhabitants to flee the city, and for twenty- 
eight days, Madeleine, now Mrs. George B. Livingston, underwent the 
hardship of continuous refuge in a damp, dark wine cave. 

Another retreat of the Boche from Amiens and the brave family 
again returned, the present Mrs. Livingston volunteering for hospital 
work, caring for wounded heroes until the Boche paid his third visit to 
the town. Then it was that Mile. Dubois went to Tours, and there it 
was that she met Sergeant George Livingston. Tours was all sorts 
of headquarters for the A. EF. F., and in so being, it was the headquar- 
iers for Livingston’s Aero Squadron. 

It took George just about seven months to master enough of the 
French Janguage to ask Madeleine to marry him. Then came the 
only troubles of the happy pair. This business of marrying in France, 
when one of the parties happens to be a soldier in an American army, 
and the other chances to be a citizen of France, and when the whole 
bureaucratic system is overworked— it’s not easy. 

The clerk of the council! in Augusta, Ga., the American consul in 
Lyons, and American attorney in Paris, M. le Maire of Notre Dame 4’Or, 
and the pastor of the Protestant church in Tours were chief among 
those whose consultation’ and formal permission carried the wedding 
day way into 1919, on February 10.

Asserting that the 
Christ’s resurrection and 
days on earth before his ascension 
indicates something more than a 
resuscitation, the minister declared 
that certain periods of Christ’s ap- 
pearance to the disciples demon- 
strated the movements of:a spirit;

not dead, but was to enlarge and 
sharpen the spiritual faculties of his 
disciples “so that they would know 
that spirit with spirit can meet and 
talk and live.”

mortality, but the faith of it, the cer- 
tainty of it that unexpectedly sound.1i 
out like a grand chorus on the ba® 


tlefields. The testimony was pro- 
claimed iurough letters to the home 


folks, trench talk, farewells of the 
wounded, and even in the banter of 
death, from men who were dead the 
next hour. Their witness made an 
impact on the world’s mind of a new 
conviction of immortality. It was not 
merely that this attitude toward the 
great Adventurer was brfeht and 
courageous, but the thing itself was 
a fact. They were not going to die; 
they were going on: ‘I saw the shell 
strike him, and I saw his body a little 
later; but he was not there, and 1 
knew it. The suggestion of a smile 
about his mouth was as if his soul 
had kissed his lips good-bye.’ Such 
testimony, and so multitudinous, cre- 
ated a movement of world-wide per- 
vasive affirmation of -survi¥al as a 
reality of human ‘experience. This 
added nothing to the; creed of the 
Christian, but it did add substance to 
his faith. For the world in general 
it lifted immortality from dogma to 
fact, fact to be reckoned with by all 
men, e 


INTEREST ieee 
HAS WANED. 


“For half a century the interest in 
immortality had waned, George 
Adam Smith said twenty-five years 
ago that ‘in the thinking of civilized 
man there has beem fo years a steady 
ebb from the shores of another life.’ 
But the tide has now turned, as we 
see, and is running strongly toward 
the shores of another life. The new 
interest in the dead, therefore, is not, 
as the critics expjain,.a selfish grief 
staggering under a load of sorrow, 
crying in the lonely darkness. It is 
love following faith, pursuing spiritual 
certainty, \love enlightened and as- 
sured, in a degree never known before 
that its dead are actually living. It 
is love acting as love is bound to act 
with such a light in its eyes. What 
a difference it makes in our thoughts 
and feelings about our dead when we 
pass from the faith of our survival 
as a doctrine to the faith of it as a 
fact. This is the experience many 
people are coming into these days. 

“The new interest in the dead is 
on the side of Christianity in its age- 
long conflict with materialism. It is 
a revolt against the crass philosophy 
of matter which has dominated us for 
a century. No one will rebuke it who 
reflects carefully on the loss religion 
and life have sustained under the de- 
pression of modern materialistic 
science. Granted that such spiritual 
adventures are not without peril, and 


may even result disastrously as in the 
case of morbid spiritualism, the evil 
results are not comparable to the in- 
juries of the soul inflicted by the 
common, every-day materialistic lusts’ 
for money, properties and the satis- 
factions of the flesh. 


“It has been the fate of truth to 
suffer from exaggeration and excess. 
In eve’ insane asylum there are not 
a few people who have lost their 
minds over an excessive absorption in 
revivalistic fervors. But this does not 
invalidate revivals and the passions 
of the gospel. If the new interest 
in the dead can fling back on this 
world the heavenly shock of unseen 
realisticism, let us thank God and 
take courage. It is the ghastly smooth 
life of religious convention, finished 
creeds, fixed orbits of spiritual ex- 
perience—often it seems to me in 
patronizing restraint of the Holy 
Spirit of the living God—that cuts the 
nerve of power in Christianity. The 
Christian church needs to be loosed 
and let go. It belongs to the side of 
the angels. 


FAIR PLAY 
FOR THE DEAD. 


“New interest in the dead is jus- 
tice to the dead. Those who meant 
SO much to us when they were in the 
body ought to mean. more to us out of 
the body than we have allowed. We 
have been getting rid of our dead too 
easily. An hour of intense weeping, 
a week of private grief, a month of 
public mourning, and a year of semi- 
retirement from ; society are not 
enough. With a decent burial, a 
block of marble, an@ an occasional 
visit to the cemetery, we have dimly 
sought to square the loyalty of a life- 
time with our sense of obligation to 
the dead. It is not Christian to ceme- 
terize love as most do. Christ gave 
the world a very vivid illustration of 
God’s contempt for sepulchres and 
tombs. The cemetery in our town is 
the emptiest place in our town, yet we 
bestow the utmost attention upon it 
with the idea that our dead are there 
and we are paying tribute to them. 
‘Mic jacet—John. Smith!’ What a lie. 
The pagan Socrates knew better than 
that. 


“I witnessed a funeral conducted by 
a certain secret order. The local pas- 
tor uttered the usual formula mourn- 
fully: ‘Ashes to ashes and dust to 
dust. Whereat an officer of the 
lodge ‘aterrupted him, tore the cov- 
er from a basket in his hand and 
loosed a white pigeor, and the whole 
lodge chorused: ‘And spirit t« spirit.’ 
We stood and watched that pigeon, 
glistening white, until it was lost in 
the sky. It thrilled us all. It is 
against the sordid, faithless, sightless 
sepulchral dealing with the dead the 
Christian heart should welcome the 
present disposition to actualize the 
faith that the dead are really alive. 
If we can deal with the dead on the 
basis of life, fair play demands we 
do it. 

“Last summer I visited the grave of 
my grandfather. It is marked by a 


dignified monument. I asked a boy 
passing by if he knew who was buried 
there. He did not. I read the name 
aloud. He had never heard of him. 
Yet, fo> more than a half century, that 
man had filled the horizon of the 
community. Its great benefactor, ‘his 
children and grandchildren were its 
vital citizenship, and the, great, living 
soul, so quickly forgotten. I thought 
of him, alive, conscious of it all, but 
so unnoticed. It seemed to me a bit- 
ter and a wrong thing that we sheuld 
so put our dead aside from our daily 
thoughts as we do. Our dead will 
have quite sufficient ground to com- 
Plain of our spiritual inertness and 
blindness through the years between 
their going and our coming. I had 
a very deep impression that my 
grandfather no more liked being let 
alone now, albeit his spiritual sat- 
isfactions are abundant in heaven, 
than he liked beius let alone by his 
boys when they were absent for a 
season from him on this earth. 


SPIRIT WITH 
SPIRIT CAN MEET. 


“The new interest in the dead én- 
counters criticism, of course, when- 
ever it becomes identified with the 
professional cult of fhe’ medium and 
the seance and other devices of al- 


leged communication with spirits. In 
addition to the manifest and exposed 
charlatanry of spiritualism, I resent 
the medium for the same reason I re- 
sent the priest. I have an opinion that 
there is often as much fraud in one as 
the other. The priest offers to do 
business for us between our spirits 


and the father of ou: spirits, our 
Heavenly Father. The medium offers 
to nerotiate between us and our 
dead. When Sir Oliver Lodge sincere- 
ly affirms that he had communica- 
tion with his son Raymon through a 
medium in London, and then again 
informs us that members of his family 
had clear and unmistakable com- 
munication with Raymond in their 
home without a medium, I am dis- 
posed very much to advise him to 
let the mediums alone since they are 
expensive. and not neessary. “ut I 
do not wan. him to let Raymond alone.

The competency 
of spirit with spirit to meet is the 
fundamental of Christian experience. 
As a matter of reason, the logic that 
denies the intelligent, accessibility of 
my mother, who is with Christ, raises 
a doubt about the accessibility of 
Christ himself. I know Him by my 
spirit only. I talk with Him and I 
walk with Him through my spirit only. 
My capacity to communicate’ with 
Him and to receive communication 
from Him is the nerve of my Chris- 
tian experience. There is no law of 
God or of common sense known to 
me that proclaims our incapacity for 
fellowship with our’ glorious , dead 
which would not deny also our Ca- 
pacity for fellowship with our more 


~ 


glorious Lord. The evidence from the 
Scriptures certainly support the pos- 
sibility of communication between 
spirits absent from the body and 
spirits present in the body. 


SAUL AND 
WITCH OF ENDOR. 

The Old Testament incident of Saul 
and the Witch of Endor is fortunate- 
ly discouraging, but to believe its 


accuracy of fact is to yield the pos- 
sibility of communication between the 
living and the dead, and through a 
medium at that. The New Testament 
incidents and teachings are of a much 
higher order. Angels talked directly 
to men, and men to angels. Saul of 
Tarsus talked directly to Jesus, and 
sus talked to him. Paul, the apos- 
tlé, had a wonderful experience of 
Spiritual communiceat’sn, too wonder- 
ful for him to tell. Peter, James and 
John saw and heard Moses and Elias 
on the top of a mountain. The writer 
to the Hebrews argues strongly the 
superiority of the spiritual privilege of 
the Christians over the experience of 
Judaism on the ground that Judaism 
was external and sensuous and had 
the effect of putting God at a dis- 
tance, while the apostolic revelation 
not only brought God in close range, 
but opened up to their fellowship the 
heavenly companies. ‘Ye are come,’ 
he says, ‘to the innumerable hosts of 
angels, to the general assembly and 
church of the First Born, and to the 
spirits of ‘rst men made perfect.’ 

‘Whenever they would meet to wor- 
ship, or privately to pray. Jesus was 
there, the angels were there, and the 
spirits of just men made perfect were 
there. The same writer offers an in- 
centive to diligence in the race that 
the living dead compass us about and 
are vitally, consciously, directly to ye 
realized. The account of Chrst's 
resurrection and the forty days indi- 
cates something more than a resuscie 
tation. The disciples on the way to 
Emmaus knew Jesus, not with their 
eyes, but with their burning hearts. 
Certain periods of Christ’s appearance 
to the disciples demonstrated the 
movements of a spirit. I. have no 
doubt myself but that this ministry 
of Jesus was intended not only as a 
proof that He was not dead, but to 
enlarge and sharpen the. spiritual 
faculties of His disciples, so that they 
would know that spirit with spirt can 
meet and talk and live. 

“The new interest in the dead would 
lead us to enlarge the range of our 
souls, and to take in a fuller sweep 
of faith with Christ a- the center, 
Whatever evil men may try to make 
of it, it will be like the evil which 
Simon, the sorcerer, sought to make 
of the Holy Spirit. It will be no 
greater or of different odium from the 
perversions which men have made of 
every vreat truth and every good 
thing. It is to me a matter of too 
tremendous fact tnat our dead are 
still withi- the scheme of our lives and 
we are yet within the scheme of their 
lives to deal with cavalierly.”

“The Flying Parson” ts first of all 
a preacher. The matter of flying is 
secondary even though it did win for 
him the trans-continental air race.

“handy with tools.”

reserves.

ROM the quiet mysticism of a monastery to 
Fe the romp and flare of Greenwich Village, 
New York City, is a spectacular leap; but that 
was the course taken by twenty-year-old Robert 
tobbins. 

After three years’ service in Holy Cross Moen- 
astery, an Episcopal Church order at West Park, 
New York, Brother Robert came to the “Vik 
lage” twelve months ago this Easter to prove that 
his statues and crucifixes could make him a liv- 
ing While he was passing the years in growing 
old enough to enter the monkish order of the 
Holy Cross. 

True, gentle Robert has come to New York’s 
Bohemia. But he has created in that atmosphere 
of insincerity, tinsel and tawdry workmanship a 
spirit of young enthusiasm, sincere craftsman- 
ship and keen devotion. His tiny studio has be- 
come a mecca for village sculptors and other art- 
ists. It rivals all their attempts to create “at- 
mosphere” in their own workshops. Crucifixes, 
saints, and the acrid odor of incense are a strik- 
ing contrast to other Village studios, a contrast 
that is more vivid because of the obvious sin- 
cerity of this young recluse. Even one who is 
not a churchman cannot climb the steps to his 
Virgin-guarded door without feeling sympathy and 
admiration for this boy novice sculptor who lives 
and dreams with Fra Angelica and Giotto aimong 
the Gothie saints and martyrs of the thirteenth 
century. 

It was a morning filled with sunlight and the 
unrestful odors of new spring. The street was 
warm and lazy, except for the unpleasant bark- 
ing of a traffic policeman, and the banging of 
an occasional truck. I went through a tiny brick 
alley-way and into a back courtyard where Martha 
or Jane was cleaning up the accumulated debris 
of the entire winter on this first morning of 
spring. She pointed me up an iron stairway. 

On the yellow porch post was a tiny statue of 
Our Lady. I raised the brass knocker on the 
door. It fell with a pleasant little click, and Rob- 
bins came to greet me. , 

He is an open-faced boy of twenty, with short 
thick, fluffy, auburn hair, a complexion that seems 
more a product of green fields than of cloisters, 
keen blue eyes and a nice smile. His voice is 
soft, he is shy, and it was not until I had been 
there close on half an hour that he began to talk 
freely, and to give me, in spite of his evident 
dislike of publicity, a glimpse into what has been 
a rare life, and is a beautiful philosophy. 

Ambitious at fifteen to become an artist, his 
love of gothje architecture led him more and more 
into the mystic cloisters of cathedral and chapel. 
There, it seemed, beauty in her rarest forms was 
always ready to greet him: quiet melody of old 
chant, sacrificial candles, and swinging censers 
sending up the blue curling smoke to carry psalm 
and prayer to the Mother and Child. The Church 
brought him all this, together with the power of 


new faith, and where he began by accepting the 
outward sign, he ended by taking unto himseif 
the inward and spiritual grace. 

He gave the greatest gift he had to give, then. 
to the Church. He offered himself 2s a monk-— 
to learn tha history of the Church and Art. The 
Order of t*» Holy Cross ent him to Harvard to 


scuay art, gave him a year with the classical 


Paul Manship, then allowed him to come to New 
York City to work and study until he should be 
old enough to enter on his real novitiate. 

It was cold in the little studio in spite of spring 
sun beating on the windows.

a blue smock over his collegiate red sweater, lit 
a gas heater, tucked a statue under the bed, and 
was generally most embarrassed. 

After we had discussed the eccentricities of the 
village, and he had told me that, for the most 
part, he enjoyed his back court studio, as it 
seemed almost like the country to him, he warmed 
to a discussion of his work. 

“Mind you,” he said, “I don’t object to the gay 
life of the Village, but I haven’t time for it! See!” 

And we reverently approached a shelf over the 
bare fire-place, where a row of saints looked 
quietly down on us; some in clay, some in plas- 
ter, some in all the richness of their painted_robes. 
About them all, there was a delicate spirit of 
sweetness and quaintness. They were of the six- 
teenth century, yet somehow partook, tov, of the 
New World. 

“You see, I'm not modern at all!” the boy said. 
“T like the sixteenth century better than anything 
else. There has been nothing since that compares 
with the spirit of Gothic art, and I like to live 
in it, dream in it and work in it. 

“Isn't it more fun to make a statne of a saint 
than jus: some abstract quality jike Hope <-> 
Justice, or a mere Ordinary human being: Why, 
with a saint you have his whole life to study and 
work into your representation. 

“Then, there are such delightful little things 
you can do. Here is St. Andrew with a little 
book. All you can see is the outside of the book 


but”—he reverently turned the good saint upside 
down—“You see, I’ve written a little prayer in 
the book—but that’s only for St. Andrew!” 

Here was the naive imagination that was the 
very essence of Gothic architecture. Robbins is 
like a little child with his saints, yet they are not 
mere beautiful dolis to him—they speak and feel. 

Robbins’ months in the village have given New 
York's Latin quarter another interesting charac- 
ter and developed a new ecclesiastical sculptor. 
There are those who believe, however, that it has 
lost to the Holy Cross Monastery another monk. 
There are those who say that if he does return to 
the cloister overlooking the Hudson, it will mean 
farewell to art,—that to be a good monk one must 
renounce everything, particularly those things one 
loves best. This is not the tradition of the Middle 
Ages, when Art and Religion went hand in hand. 
He who teaches by the pen or brush is as holy as 
he who teaches by word of mouth. To worship 
God by creating Him in His beauty and majesty, 
ig a task worthy of the most devout. I still be- 
lieve that there is a steadfastness of vision breath- 
ing through the room at 49 Christopher Street 
that means “Brother Robert” will always be 
Brother Robert, and belies the saying of the jolly 
old monks that “Once returned to the world, a 
man never comes back to the cloister.” 

As we turn from a lollying young clerk on the 
corner watching a girl across the way, and a 
group of heavy-lipped roisierers pushing down an 
alley, it is a relief to know that Robert Robbins 
is working on things holy and beautiful this 
Eastertide, and that the prophecy of the Bible 
does not fail—*Your young men shal see visions.”

The Cooking Class 


OTHING is quite so geod as fresh, 

little tea cakes, and they are no more 
trouble to make than biscuits if you know 
how. 

Sift two cups of flour, four teaspoons of 
baking powder, one-half teaspoon of salt 
and four tablespoons of sugar together and 
rub in two tablespoons of shortening 
(either lard or butter). Add one-half cup 
of milk and one egg, and stir lightly until 
dough is formed. Remove to a floured 
board, scrape together the remaining flour 
and add one-half cup of currants and 
enough milk to make a soft dough, Press 
dough together lightly and roll gently 
until one inch thick. Cut with biscuit 
cutter or the tin top of a baking powder 
box and bake ten to twenty minutes. 


Health Hints :

A Brand-New Gift for Baby 


T DOES seem as if everything which 
baby can use (or cannot use) is

When Diane de Poitiers was 50 
years old she was so beautiful that 
the greatest artists of the time paint- 
ed her portrait in the nude, in order 
to crush her more youthful compet- 
itors by this exhibition of her charms. 

The leading sculptors of the land 
moulded her lovely form, to prove 
that she lost none of the grace and 
suppleness of her youth. 

The fame of her wondrous beauty 
has filtered down through four hun- 
dred years, yet none has ever dis- 
puted her claims, for they held for her 
the favor in turn of two of France’s 
most capricious kings. These were 
Francis Il.. whose wives were nonen- 
tities as royal spouses were in those 
days when only paramours stepped 
into history; and his son, Henry IL., 
whose three mistresses, Diane de 
Poitiers, the Comtesse de Chateau 
briand, and the Duchess d’Etampes 
were of much more importance than 
his queen, the Florentine princess, 
Catherine de Medicis.

UNTIL OLD AGE. 

The little country queen, Anne of 
Brittany, who had taken for her sec 
ond husband the predecessor of Fran- 
cis 1., who was Louis XII., brought

France at that time paid little heed 
to hygiene and proper living.
